CONGRESS RESTS TILL MONDAY. 


Senators and Representaives Con- 

sidering a Form of Action—In- 
tervention With or Without 
Recognition of Independence. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NICHT REVORT. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—There is no 
longer any doubt as to the purposes t: 
this government with respect to the 
situation in Cuba. War, in the op:nion 
of the administration, is inevitable ex- 
cept for the unlooked-for event of sur- 
renderc on the puresf Spati. 

The President’s message, which he 
had intended to send to Congress yes- 
terday, has not been changed in any 
particular whatever, and embodies the 
unanimous views of the Cabinet with- 
out the slightest variance or exception. 
Any movement to avert war now must 
come from Madrid, and must concede 
American demards, including an end 
to Spain’s domination in Cuba.. 

Three features stand out plainly in 


the developments of today. At noon the 


six great powers of Europe, through 
their representatives here, called at the 
White House and presented to Pres!i- 
dent McKinley a joint note expressing 
urgent hope for a peaceful adjustment 
between the United States and Spain, 
to which the President replied with un- 
mistakable plainness as to the duties 
and unselfish efforts of this government 
to terminate the present situation in 
Cuba. 

Another and probably the most sig- 
nificant actual step showing the final- 
ity reached by the United States gov- 
was the authoritative state- 
ment that Consul-General Lee would 
leave Havana Saturday. This step, it 
is known, will be regarded by Spain as 
akin to an overt act preceding war, as 
it will terminate the medium of official 
intercourse between the United States 
and the island. 

‘The third and almost equally impor- 
tant feature was the ominous tone of 
press advices from Madrid, where the 
war fever seems to dom'‘sate. Instead 
of the concessions, the opening of 
prison doors and the other manijfesta- 
tions of peace and good-will which 
Holy Thursday was expected to bring 
forth, and the more definite announce- 
ment’ of action that would bring peace 
to Cuba, the heavy guard about Minis- 
ter Woodford’s house; the imperative 
character of his note, the war utterance 
of Minister Correa, and the turbulence 
at the Spanish Capitol left little hope 
that pacific counsels would prevail. 

Negotiations are proceeding at Mad- 
rid on the part of this government, but 
the powers of Europe, it is understood, 
are doing their utmost to persuade the 
Spanish government to yield and avert 
war. On the highest authority it can 
be stated that no instructions have 
been given as yet to Minister Wocdford 
contemplating his withdrawal, the only 
step in that direction being the deter- 
mination that Gen. Lee shall leave Ha- 
vana Saturday.., 

The note of the European powers 
presented to the President today, has 
not, in the opinion cf the members of 
the administration, changed the situa 
tion in the slightest degree. What pres- 
sure was brought to secure even this 
mildly-expresesd hope that further 
negotiations would result in the main- 
tenance of peace, is not known, but it 
is confidently believed that it is the 
result of persistent appeals on the part 
of Spain for-some expression in favor 
of peace between the two countries. 

The note is not regarded in any sense 
as a protest against the course being 
pursued thus far. or as likely to be 
adopted to secure a stable government 
in Cuba. Some of the governments rep- 
resented in the note are known to b= 
in full accord with this government 
in its purposes with respect to the 
Cuban question, and therefore any 


theory that the note was intended as 


& remonstrance is 
tenable. 

The reply of this government, which 
had previously been read and approved 
by members of the Cabinet. is not 
considered as indicating any chanee in 
the fixed purpose of the Presijent to 
intervene in Cuba at once, nor fit 
helieved it was the expectation othe 
majority of the foreign representatives 
mresent that the United States should 
change its policy or regard the joint 
note as other than an expression in 
behalf of peace, and without special 
-gnificance. So far as known tn ad- 
ministration circles, no further rep- 
resentations on this subject are ex- 
pected. No offers of mediation on the 
part of any European power has been 
received, and there is some authority 
for the statement that none will be 
aecepted or proffered. This has been 
the fixed policy of the government 
from the first, and there is no prospect 
f a change in this regard. 

At the embassies and legation§ the 
rresentation of the joint note of th» 
powers was regarded 7s the event of 
the day. An Ambassador from one of 
the great powers of Continenta! Eu 
rope stated that it was without a 
narallel in history; that it was the 
first and the only time that the six 
great nations of Europe, representire 
in the aggregate, the power of civili- 
zation, had united in this solemn man- 
ner to secure the peace of the world. 
Tt was, this high authority setat°d. a 
movement historical in character, and 
me fitting to occur in the advent of 
ho twentieth century. 

Calls at the various embassies and le- 
gations late in the day showed that 
the response of the President had cre- 
ated a mest favorable impression in for- 
eign quarters. The President's answer 
was looked upon, to some extent, as a 
counter-appeal to the powers for their 
cojperation in the cause of humanity 
against the intolerable condition of af- 
fairs in Cuba. In some diplomatic 
quarters there was a disposition to read 
the joint note “between the lines’ and 
to give it a suggestive character beyond 
the mild phrases adopted. This was 
not the generally accepted view, how- 
ever. 


The favorable manner of its recep-. 


tion was looked upon as a wise move 
at this critical juncture, for, without 
rejecting as an intrusion these foreign 
suggestions, they were so received as to 
give the greatest promise of sympathy 
rather than opposition from the most 
powerful joint influences ‘n t world. 

At the Capitol the situt,onsWas ar- 
dently discussed among individuals, and 
came up for debate in both houses. Sen- 
ator Morgan of Alabama said he wags 
ready to vote for a deciaration of war, 
in discussing an amendment to the Sun- 
dry Civil Bill. In the House a signifi- 
cant declaration was that of Gen. Gros- 
venor, who declared he believed war 
was inevitable. In fact, the speech 
made by Gen. Grosvenor in answer to 
charges against the administration by 
Mr. Lentz of Ohio, was an important 
contribution to the news of today. 

The importance of Gen. Lee’s tele- 
grams was considered by members not 
to have been overestimated, and the 
impression that the President was am- 
ply justified in withholding his mes- 
sage became a conviction. This fact 
was emphasized by the adjournment 
until Monday of both houses. 

The opinion in the Senate and House 
is that war must come. Even the most 
optimistic of the conservative Senators 
have given up hope of a peaceful set- 
tlement. A great deal of consideration 
was given by Senators and Represen- 
tatives to a form of action. On this 
point there is a wide @ivergence of 
opinion, but it has assumed two dis- 
tinct positions. One is the recognition 
of independence of the island, coupled 
with armed intervention to drive out 
the Spaniards, and the other armed in- 
tervention with a declaration that Cuba 
shall be free. 

The desire on the part of those favor- 
ing the latter plan is not to recognize 
the insurgents and their government or 
any government unti! after the United 
States has control of the island. The 
latter plan is said to be that of the 
President, and efforts are being made to 
have it adopted, so there will be no di- 
vision between the executive and legis- 
lative branches of the government. 
Fear is expressed that there may be a 
long debate in the Senate if some com- 
promise is not agreed upon before the 
Comfmittee on Foreign Relations makes 
its report.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The repre- 
sentatives of the six great powers of 
Europe, Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many, Russia, Austria and Italy, gave 
official form at noon today to their 
recent conferences in the interest of 
a peaceful setflement of the Cuban 
situation. The rp. .ceaure was unique 
in the United States, thugh doubtless 
a familiar one in European courts. They 
called in a body at the White House, 
presented an address to President Mc- 
Kinley in the «Blue Parlor, received 
the reply. and then proceeded to the 
State Department where, with solemn 
punctiliousness, they were received by 
Assistant Secretary Day in the diplo- 
matic room. They were accompanied 
by their secretaries. The ceremony wags 
impressive. 

The Ambassadors and Ministers had 
agreed upon a line of action ata meet-— 
ing atthe British Embassy Tuesday 


,afternoon, as was stated exclusively in 


these dispatches yesterday. Early in 
the day there was evidence of great 
activity at the foreign establishments, 
and while the customery secrecy was 
observed, yet no further effort was 
made to question or deny the fact that 
the Ambassadors had agreed upon 4 


| concrete form of action. 


The additional fact was made known 
for the first time that Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote had communicated with the State 
Department authorities last evening on 
this subject, and while the full form 
of the movement might not then have 
heen made known, the United States 
authorities were made aware of what 
was being done and of the further fact 
that an official presentation of the 
subject would be made at noon today. 
This government was undoubtedly 
made acquainted with the address to 
be delivered and then, in the light of 
it, prepared its reply. The fact devel- 
oped this morning that Russia had 
joined the other five powers. Mr. de 
Wollant, Charge 4d’Affaires, pending 
the arrival of the new Russian Ambas- 
sador, Count Cassini, acted for Russia... 

The diplomatic officials congregated 
at the British Embassy shortly before 
noon, and then proceeded with their 
secretaries to the White House and 
State Department. The party was 
made up of the following: the British © 
Ambassador, Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
dean of the Diplomatic Corps; the 
French Ambassador, M. Cambon, and 
M. Thiebant, first secretary of Em- 
bassy; the German Ambassador, Dr. 
von Holleben, with Baron Spreck von 
Steinburg, first secretary of Embassy; 
the Austrian Minister, M. Hegenmufiler; 
the Italian Charge d@’Affaires, Count 
Vinci, and the Russian Charge d’Af- 
faires, Mr. de Wollont. 

Arriving at the White House, they 
were ushered into the Bluercom, and 
there were received by President Mc- 
Kinley. After @ social exchange of mu- 
tual well wishes, Ambassadors, Minis- 
ters and Charges, speaking through Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, delivered ta the 
President an address, to which he re- 
sponded. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote said: 

“Mr. President: We have been com- 
manded by the great powers of Eu- 
rope, whom we represent here today, to 
approach Your Excellency with a mes-. 
Sage of friendship amd peace at the 
present critical juncture in the rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Spain, and to convey: to you the senti- 
ments expressed in the collective note 
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which I have the honer to place in your 
hands.” 
THE NOTE.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The note of 
the powers was as follows: 
| “The undersigned, representatives of 
Germany,  Austria-Huneary. France 
' @reat Britain. Italy and Russia, duly au- 
@horized in that behalf, address in the 
mame of their respective governments 
a pressing appeal to the feeling of hu- 
manity and moderation of the President 
and of the American peoplein their ex- 
isting differences with Spain. They 
earnestly hope that further negotia- 
tions will lead to an agreement which, 
while securing the maintenance of 
peace, will afford all necessary guar- 
antees for the re®stablishment of order 
in Cuba, 

“The powers do not doubt that the 
humanitarian. and purely disinterested 
character of this representation will be 
fully recognized and appreciated by the 
American nation.” 


President McKinley replied as fol- 
lows: 
“The government of the United 


States recognizes the good will which 
has prompted the friendly communica- 
tion of the representatives of Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, France, Great Brit- 
ain, Italy and Russia, as set forth in 
the address of Your Excellencies, and 
shares the hope therein expressed that 
the outcome of the situation in Cuba 
may be the maintenance of peace be- 
tween the United States and Spain, af- 
fording the necessary guarantees for 
the reéstablishment of order in the 
isiand, so terminating the chronic con- 
dition of disturbance there which so 
deeply injures the interests and men- 
aces the tranquility of the American 
nation by the character and conse- 
quences of the struggle thus kept up 
at our doors, besides ehocking the sen- 
timent of humanity. 


“The government of the United States 
appreciates the humanitarian and dis- 
interested character of the communi- 
cation now made on. behalf of the 
powers named, and for its part is con- 
fident that equal appreciation will be 
shown for its own earnest and unselfish 
endeavors to fulfill a duty to humanity 
by ending a situation, the indefinite 
prolongation of which has become in- 
sufferable.”’ 

The party then withdrew to the 
State Department and repaired in a 
body to the diplomatic room, where 
they held a conference with Judge 
Day, Assistant Secretary of State, Sec- 
retary Shermdin having gone home to 
lunch before their arrival. 

This conference took a wider range, 
and went considerably outside of the 
address delivered .to the President. 
While the diplomats were at first re- 
ceived together, they soon separated 
into groups, with the apparent purpose 
of presenting the views of their sev- 
eral governments. The British Ambas- 
sador, the Austrian Minister and the 
Italian Charge d’Affaires were the 
first to retire, coming away together. 
The Russian Charge was the next to 
leave. The German Ambassador and 
his secretary then hada private con- 
ference With Judge Day. At its con- 
clusion the French Ambassador and 
his secretary in turn had a conference 
with Judge Day. These conferences 
lasted for about half an hour, the sev- 
eral diplomatists leaving separately. 
Shortly afterwards Judge Day left the 
State Department, declining to say 
more than to refer inquirers to the 
ambassadors and the reply of the 
President.

At 7 o'clock last night a 
meeting was held, and the joint note 
formally signed, it having been pre- 
pared at the meeting at the British 
Embassy the night before. The note 
is in French, and bears the signatures 
of the representatives of the six pow- 
ers. The original note in French was 
presented, and Sir Julian Pauncefote 
stated to the Presiden that it was given 
him in this language with the signa- 
tures, as French is the diplomatic lan- 
guage of the world. An English 
transiation. not bearing the signatures.

Sir Julian Pauncefote read. The Presi- 
dent’s answer was not reduced 
French. 

An inquiry at the several embassies 
and legations shows that the reply of 
President McKinley has created a 
most favorable impression among the 
Ambassadors and Ministers.

LEAVES IT TO CONGRESS, 


The President Will Make No Recom- 
mendation Looking to War. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—[Exclusive 

Dispatch.] President McKinley was 
asked by a New York Journal repre- 
sentative today: “How will you deal 
with the strong war sentiment mani- 
fested by Coggress?” President Mc- 
Kinley smiled, and replied, energeti- 
cally: “If Congress, after receiving 
the message, still desires war, it will 
have to assume the responsibility itself 
for such action. My intention now is 
to send in a message next Monday and 
make no recommendations. In my 
message every fact will be given. 
Every circumstance will be detailed 
that has any bearing on the existing 
difficulty with Spain. When Congress 
knows and understands every aspect 
of the case, it will be in a position to 
with all the issues pre- 
sented. I have every confidence in the 
Wisdom and patriotism of Congress in 
dealing with the difficulty.” 
The President certainly did not look 
as if he feared anything which would 
conflict with his own hope of peace. To 
make sure that the President was still 
strongly hopeful of avoiding war, he 
was asked: “Then you still hope that 
this difficulty may be settled in a man- 
ner consistent with the dignity and 
honor of the nation without war being 
declared?” 

“I do most earnestly hope that war 
may be avoided,” he replied. “I have 
Witnessed one war. I do not wish to see 
another unless there is grave neces- 
sity for such extreme action. Those 
who talk so lightly of war perhaps do 
not realize its horrors.”’ 

These statements were made by the 
President soon after his reception of 
the six European Ambassadors.

A LOQUACIOUS MINISTER.

MADRID, April 7.—Several of the pa- 
pers publish statements by Gen. Correa, 
Minister of War, apparently authentic, 
in which he denies that the government 
is threatened with a ministerial crisis. 
He is represented as saying that when

“As might be expected,” said the Min- 
ister of War, ‘‘the answer was an unan- 
imous aftirmative. Having examined 
the Cuban Cabinet's manifesto, I loy- 
ally informed my colleagues that I 
could not sanction the expression ‘Cu- 
ban nation’ in relation to an armistice 
or certain other expressions,and especi- 
ally ‘suspension of hostilities,” which 
could not be employed without dishon- 
oring the army, unless a petition ema- 
nated from the insurgents. Sefior Mo- 
ret, desiring to avoid a conflict, criti- 
cised the attitude of myself and other 
ministers, but our arguments con- 
vincea him, 

“A cable message was immediately 
dispatched to the Governor-General of 
Cuba to the effect that the peninsula 
government accepted the manifesto as 


an accomplished fact, but adhered en- | 


tirely to the energetic . note already 
sent. Consequently there has been noth- 
ing to warrant a crisis.” 

Referring to the possibility of a con- 
flict with the United States, Gen. Car- 


.rea is represented as expressing a hope: 


that it may still be averted, “‘because 
it is known that President McKinley's 
message to the American Congress will 
refer neither to independence nor to in- 
tervention.” 
Gen. Correa added: “In thus changing 
his attitude, President McKinley re- 


sponded doubtless ‘to Spain's .deter- 
mined conduct, and hed we not bowed 
our heads at the time we suffered our 
first humiliation we should not find our- 
selves where we are today. I am not 
one of those who blindly shout ‘Vic- 
tory!’ should there be a rupture and 
hostilities, but I believe that of the 
two evils war jis preferable to humilia- 
tion.” 
MYSTERIOUS EVENTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

MADRID, April 7, 1:30 a.m.—There 
appears to be much mystery connected 
with last night's events. It seems that 
after the regular Cabinet meeting had 
adjourned, and the Premier, Sefior 
Sagasta, had returned home, the Papal. 
nuncio, Mgr. Nava, in company with 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, Sefior 
Gullon, arrived with a communication 
from Rome. This was considered of 
such importance that the other Min-.

FRENCH HUMOR.

HAVANA, April 7.—[By Key West 
Cable.] The country may, of course, 
be on the verge of momentous events, 
but anything more placid, not to say 
stupid, than the present condition of 
affairs here it would be impossible to 
imagine. So absolute is the dearth or 
real news while awaiting the action of 


Congress, that a commonplace accident 


last night in the Café Ingleterra was 
made the subject of a government dis- 
patch from the colonial Cabinet to 
Washington. 

One of the correspondents of the As- 
sociated Press, when rising from a 
chair, dropped his revolver from his 
pocket, exploding a cartridge. Before 
people could realize the -triviality of 
the incident there was great excite- 
ment. People on the scene soon laughed 
at the occurrence, but wild tales to the 
effect that Consul-General Tee had 
been assassinated spread through the 
city, and were believed by so many 
that the cclonial government felt called 
on to send a message to Washington 
denying that there was any truth in 


the rumor. Gen. Lee was not in the 
café at the time. He was dining else- 
where. 


As a result of the belief that there 
is no further danger of war, the rush 
for passage on the boats provided by 
the United States has much lessened. 
When real danger becomes apparent 
many will be left here. Havana has 
heard. the cry ‘‘wolf’’ so often that she 
will not believe it now until the big 
guns roar. 

_Necessarily, Holy Thursday, Good 


Friday, and the near approach of 
Easter will have something to do with 
the outward quietude. 

It is hard to believe war imminent 
in the presence of ladies with missals, 
men with prayer-books, crowded 
churches, the sound of the priests in- 
toning and choirs singing ‘Gloria in 
Excelsis Deo.,”’ All these things are so 
far removed from a bellicose frame of 
mind. 

News of real strife is likely to come 
from Matanzas or Santa Clara prov- 
inces. Nothing can be learned defi- 
nitely yet as to the movements of 
Gens. Gomez and Garcia, but there is 
no doubt they mean some coup de main 
to show the people of the United States 
that the insurrection is not dead.

ITS SIGNIFICANCE EXPLAINED. 


The Powers’ Action an Indorsement 
of America’s Policy. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
LONDON, April 8.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A special to the Sun says the 
action of the combined powers in mak- 


ing a representation in the interests of 


peace at Washington and Madrid to- 
day needs to be explained before its 
significance is fully apparent. Instead 
of being an interference with or even a 
criticism of American policy, it is really 
a full indorsement of that policy. 
Otherwise, Great Britain would never 
have been @ party to it. Europe real- 
izes, at last, that only in Madrid can 
any outside influence avail anything 
toward avoiding war. Europe knows 
now that the only way of complying 
with America’s demand for the res- 
toration of peace in Cuba is by Spain’s 
surrender of the island, but Europe also 
knows that it is impossible for either 
Prime Minister Sagasta or Queen Re- 
gent Christina to grant the demand. 

Count Rascon, the Spanish Ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain, spoke the simple 
truth when he declared that any gov- 
ernment or dynasty yielding thus to 
American dictation would be instantly 
swept out of existence. But there re- 
mained the bare possibility that Spain 
might submit to the inevitable upon 
the representation of united Europe 
when she would resist to the last gasp 
the same tkirg if proposed by America. 
This last chance of peace has now 
been put to the test. It was necessary 
to make similar representations both 
at Madrid and Washington. President 
-McKinley’s reply was a foregone con- 
clusion. The Queen Regent’s answer 
cannot be known yet. It is imperative 
that she consult not only the Cabinet 
but Spain itself. Public opinion must 
be tested. 

The correspondent says: “I am in 
a position to deny the reports tele- 
graphed from here that the Queen Re- 


gent is ready to surrender Spain’s po- 
sition, and that she has taken the 
management of the crisis out of the 


hands of Prime Minister Sagasta. All 
hope of peace has disappeared. The 
indications accumulate that the popu- 
lace will not tolerate any withdrawal 
from the attitude Spain as- 
sumed.” 
WOULD SEIZE THE AUDAZ. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, April 8.—[Exclusive

SAMB OLD “HONOR.” 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MADRID; April 7, 5 p.m.—The Her- 
aldo’s leading article will applaud the 
government’s conduct in replying to 
Gen. Woodford, whose proceedings, the 
‘article says, are considered etraordi- 
narily brusque and blameable. Briefly 
summed up, the Heraldo’s information 
points to the fact that war is inevit- 
able, but that the newspaper still at- 
taches importance to the action of the

WOODFORD’S STATEMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

MADRID, April 7, 5:30 p.m.—United 
States Minister Woodford has issued 
the following statement to the Span- 
ish press: | 

“The Madrid newspapers of this 
morning are filled with statements con- 
cerning the American Minister which 
are so inaccurate that he asks the 
courtesy of the press to correct them. 
He does this in the interest of friend- 
ship and peace. 

“The proprieties of his diplomatic 
position forbid his making any state- 
ment with regard to his diplomatic ac- 
tion with the Spanish government. But 
last September the Spanish Foreign 
Office received written permission to 
publish the text of any official corre- 
spondence which he should have at any 
time with the Spanish government, 
and this permission is effective today. 
The Spanish government is at complete 
liberty to publish every word he has 
addressed to the Foreign Office by 
letter, memorandum or statement. 

The second secretary of the Amer- 
ican Legation has sailed for New York 
to resume the practice of his profes- 
sion. He has resigned from the diplo- 
matic service. The American Minis- 
ter’s wife left with- her niece for 
France Tuesday night. She is in poor 
health and the excitement of the past 
fortnight has compelled her to seek 
rest. The daughter of the Minister re- 
mains with him at Madrid. He has 
not’ given up his residence; where he 
expects to reside as long as he shall 
remain accredited to the Spanish court. 

“The American Minister has. received 


nothing but courtesy from the people 
of Madrid. He has never had the 
slightest apprehension as to his own 
personal safety or that of his family. 
He is working for peace, and despite 
all rumors to the contrary, he still 
hopes peace will be kept between 
Spain gnd the United States and that 
peace will soon. be reéstablished 
in Cuba, based upon absolute justice 
with protection for the great Amer- 
ican interests in that islkhnd and the 
maintenance of the honor of Spain.”

NEW YORK, April 8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Joseph Parnell Gibbons, 4 
submarine mine inventor, cables a long 
message from London to the World, 
giving ‘additional interesting details 
of the purchase of mines by the Span- 
ish government in 1886-87. The only 
submarine mines supplied to Spain 
were made under his patents. In 
those years he supplied Spain with 
fifty-six ground mines, twenty-five 
buoyant mines, each with a charge of 
500 pounds of gun cotton, and fifteen 
electro-contact mines, exploded either 
on contact or by observation from 
shore, each containing 100 pounds of 
gun cotton. The mines sent to Ha- 
vana would still retain their full ef- 
fectiveness. 

“IT gm convinced,” he said, “from the 
surrountiing circumstances that one of 
the mines supplied in 1886, and no other 
agency, caused the destruction of the 
Maine. The mines were shipped for 
Ferrol and Havana on a Spanish ship, 
the property of the Spanish govern- 
ment and officered by Spanish naval 
officers, together with two captains 
from the West India docks, London. 
My mines are in electrical connection 
with the shore, and could not be ex- 
exploded except by design. I am con- 
vinced that the explosion of the mine 
which destroyed the Maine was the 
work of two men. I have not the 
slightest hesitation in saying that the 
Maine was destroyed with a 500-pound 
ground mine as invented and supplied 
by me. Havana Harbor is too shallow 
to admit of a buoyant mine. I am pre- 
pared to satisfy by demonstration to 
any jury of reasonable men that this 
is the true explanation of the destruc- 
tion of the Maine.”

FINAL ATTEMPT FOR PEACE. 


Great Surprise Rumored on Foot. 
Two Strings to the Bow. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, April 7.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The Herald Madrid special (de- 
layed in transmission) says: “Of all the 
great surprises in this extraordinary 
diplomatic struggle between the United 
States and Spain, the greatest is yet to 
come. At the present time there is on 
foot one great and final attempt for 
peace, which has every prospect of be- 
ing successful, and I state this when 
all around are talking war and active 
preparations are going on. It is im- 
possible for me to telegraph you what 
I know. It might frustrate one of the 
most noble attempts at peace ever made 
in the history of the world. 

‘**Peace’ may yet be written in large 
letters of gold where those spelling 
‘War’ in letters of blood might have 
been. I can merely say, as an indica- 
tion, that if it comes it will be from the 
hand of a good and pious woman, 
speaking in the name of all that is 
most holy upon earth, a beautiful mes- 
sage of peace to Cuba. 

“But as every one is crying war and 
pessimism is at its height, let me tell 
you on unquestionable authority, that 
the situation is far from lost, and that, 
although diplomacy may appear para- 
lyzed, there are extraordinary means 
which, born in times as 
these, have risen into existence in the 
face of the threatened storm, and by 
which clever heads and devoted hearts 
may yet succeed in proclaiming peace. 

“This may seem enigmatical, but take 
my word, there is a great deal behind it.. 
I will go further and tell you emphati- 
cally, in face of all the pessimists, jin- 
goes and alarmists, that peace has not.

DECIDEDLY BELLICOSE, 


Department Suggests a Definite Plan 
of Action. ‘ 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) April 7.—Condi- 
tions here have undergone a decided 
change within last twelve hours, 
in consequence of the Washington ad- 
vices to Consul-General ap- 
proaching departure and the firm atti- 
tude of the administration, from the 
disappointment and chagrin that fol- 
lowed yesterday's pacific advices from 
Madrid. The latest news has aroused 
the bellicose spirit to a greater degree 
than ever before. The naval men be- 
lieve that a conflict is a.question of a 
few days only and that the long delay 
has only increased the ardor of the 
men, who were constantly in readiness 
for a call to quarters. 

The enthusiasm is especially marked 
on board the flagship New York. When 
the news was conveyed there this after- 
noon Capt. Sampson. maintained his 
customary reticence, but the other of- 
ficers were confident that it meant hos- 
tilities. 

The most significant development is 
the order just received from the Navy 
Department on the plan of action. These 
provide that in the event of a blockade 
of Havana or Matanzas, the first line 
of battle nearest the shore would be 
composed of torpedo boats and tugs, 
the second of cruisers, such as the Mar- 
blehead, Detroit, Cincinnati and Nash- 
ville, and the gunboat Helena, and the 
third of the battleships Indiana and 
Iowa, and the flagship New York. 

In case of an attack on the American 
fleet by any small vessels, these will 
be engaged by the first two lines, the 
plan being to afford the greatest pro- 
tection to the battleships from the tor- 
pedo boats of the enemy. Should the 
attack be by a superior force, such as 
the Vizcaya or the Almirante Oquendo, 
the first two lines would retire, leaving 
the attacking vessels to be engaged by 
the battleships. 

While it is aecepted here as a fore- 
gone conclusion that this plan will be 
executed should necessity arise, it 
comes from the department more as a 
suggestion than as an order, and Capt. 
Sampson has full authority to vary the 
plan or ignore it at will. The receipt 
of the suggestions, however, is taken 
as the best indication of the approach 
of the long-awaited conflict. | 


DRY DOCK NUMBER THREE. 


Two Leaks Just Discovered—Useless 
for Six Weeks. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, April 8.—The World 
Says that dry dock No. 3 will not be 
able to receive one of the big battle- 
ships of the navy for months to come. 
Two leaks have been discovered in this, 
dock within forty-eight hours. Not- 
withstanding the fact that nearly $150,- 
000 has been spent in trying to make 
this dock ready to receive the big bat- 
tleships of the North Atlantic squad- 
ron, it has been found necessary to 
make additional alterations in order 
to insure the safety of the dock. The 
leaks were discovered shortly after the

Wednesday morning. 


a Was the first test made under the 
Supervision of Naval Constructor F. 


1 T. Bowles, who is in charge of the/ 


construction department at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard. The water rushed into 
the open space with great farce and 
ran over a sea wall on the side of the 
dock. When the accident was discov- 
ered, Constructor Bowles ordered the 
water turned off, and pumps were set 
in motion to relieve the pressure. No 
report of this accident was made. Rear- 
Admiral Bunce, commandant of the 
névy yard, or the Navy Department, 
was not notified of it. 

According to Constructor Bowles, it 
will take at least six weeks before the 
dock can be put in readiness to re- 
ceive a battleship or any other vessel. 
The big dock was intended almost 
exclusively for the reception of the 
big battleships.

He thought the precau- 
tions taken by this government and 
the threatening state of affairs at Ha- 
vana with relation to the American citi- 
zens. thought to be imperiled tendéd to 
stimulate the Spanish government to 
afford better protection. 

The Senator said he did not believe 
there is any likelihood of an armistice 
between Spain and the insurgents.

an act, he said, naturally would have 
an effect on the situation, but the mere 
offer of one, unaccepted by the Cubans, 
whatever, might be the part it would 
play in the sentiment of outside powers, 
would not, in his opinion, change our 
attitude in any way.’

Secretary Sherman Receives the 
Diplomats—Naval Orders Secret.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—On the sur- 
face, at least, affairs in the Navy and 
War departmens were quiet today 
There was a lack of news at the Navy 
Department, Secretary Long saying in 
response to a specific inquiry 
nothing of interest had occured over 
night. While making it very plain that 
the department hereafter, in case ot 
war, would not make public any im- 
portant movements decided upon for 
big fleets, the officials did consent to 
Say that the Detroit and the Marble- 
head, which left the squadron at Key 
West yesterday, had not received any 
important orders from the department. 
It is said they left the fleet only for 
patrol duty along the coast. 

In addition to spending some time 
with Gen. Miles and with Gen. Wilson, 
chief of the engineers corps, Secretary 
Alger saw a number of visitors today 
Who came on business matters. 

Secretary Sherman has returned from 
his trip to New York, where he went on 
private business, and was at his desk 
at the State Department today. Thurs- 
day being diplomatic day, a number of 
the representatives were on hand, ana 
Secretary Sherman and Assistant Sec- 
retary Day were kept busy receiving 
them. Among these callers were Sefor 
Andrade, the Venezuelan Minister; Mr. 
| Hoshi, the Minister for Japan; Mr. 
Calvi, Minister for Costa Rica, and Mr. 
Wollant, the Charge d’Affaires of Rus- 
sia. Senator Elkins had an interview 
with Mr. Day. Col. J. J. McCook and 
Senators Daniel of Virginia and Fair- 
banks of Indiana also called, but 
neither of them saw the Secretary. 

Chaplain J. F. Chidwick, formerly cf 


Lieut. G. P. Blow, also formerly of the 
Maine, who had been ordered to the 
Mayflower, has been detached from 
that vessel and has been given a pro- 
motion, being assigned to the com- 
mand of the tug Wilmot, recently ac- 
quired by the government by purchase. 

The Navy Department is informed cf 
the departure of the gunboat Wheeling 
from Union, B. C., today for Dyea, 
Alaska. The Wheeling has been in use 
during a portion of the winter by the 
officials of Alaska in a tour of inspec- 
tion, and will now be detailed to as- 
sist in transporting a party of experts. 


A DIPLOMATIC PLAY. 


Washington Officials are Onto the 
Queen of Spain. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—Up to noon 
today nothing had occurred which will 
have any bearing upon the President’s 
message, as already prepared, nor will 
it be changed in any important partic- 
ular save in the unlooked-for event of 
submission on the part of Spain to the 
demands of this government. This 
statement was made at noon by a high 
official of the government, who has full 

knowledge of the real situation. 

The intimation given out at Madrid 
yesterday to the effect that the Queen 
Regent was about to proclaim an ar- 
mistice in Cuba, and that the indica- 
tions were that the Spanish govern- 
ment would make important conces- 
sions looking to the establishment of 
peace on a basis of practical Cuban in- 
dependence is regarded in official cir- 
cles here as a diplomatic play to gain 
time. So far as this government is con- 
cerned, diplomacy, he stated, has run 
its course. Nc negotiations of any char- 
acter are now planning, nor wiil they 
be resumed, except at the solicitation 
of Spain, and for the stated purpose of 
carrying into effect the demands of this 
government already communicated to 
the Madrid authorities. 

The President remains firm in his de- 
termination to forcibly intervene in 
Cuba if necessary to put an end to 
hostilities and to insure a more stable 
government for the island. Informa- 
tion from an official source states that 
a naval demonstration against Havana 
has heen considered, and is almost cer- 
tain to be made within the next few 
days unless Spain yields, and if this 
demonstration results in war, the Presi- 
dent is ready to eccept the issue. A 
Cabinet officer today said: 

“Why are we hurrying American out 
of Cuba, except that their lives will be 
in danger after the President's message 
has gone to Congress and is fully 
known to the Cubans. That is the rea- 
son, and the only one.” 

This government, ‘+ is further stated, 
has learned to distrust much that comes 
even from official sources at Madrid, 
and from now on actions and not words, 
a member of the Cabinet declared, will 
determine our policy. 

BOUND TO HAVE ACTION.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—A small co

Rubens Does,

island.’’ 

SAVE ALL AMERICANS.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—The ar- 
rangements for protection of American 
citizens from violence include both the 
islands of Cuba and Porto Rico. While 
the majority of our people in Cuba are 
in Havana, there is a comparatively 
large number congregated at Matanzas, 
Sagua La Grande and other large 
points.

INDIANAPOLIS, April 7.—About five 
hundred persons were present when 
President Reedy called the convention 
of the League of Bimetallic Clubs to 
order today. New officers were elected: 
as follows: President, J. P. Tarvin of 
Kentucky; vice-presidents, N. R. 
Rucker of Ohio; F. J. Van Voorhees, 
Indiana; A. C. Bentley of Illinois. Res- 
olutions presented by Chairman D. E. 
Moorse were adopted. 

They regard the financial question as 
“the paramount issue” and pledge the 
support of the league to securing free 
and unlimited coinage of silver and gold 
at the ratio of 16 to 1; unalterably op- 
posed the single gold standard; declare 
that Congress alone has power to coin 
and issue money, and that this power 
should not be delegated to individuals 
or corporations, and express continued 
confidence in W. J. Bryan. 

A resolution of sympathy for Cuban 
patriots, and in favor of the interven- 
tion by the United States was also 
adopted. William J. Bryan spoke at the 
afternoon session.

San Pedro Harbor. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—Some sharp 
war talk was indulged in by the Senate 
today. When consideration of the Sun- 
dry Civil Bill was resumed, the ques- 
tion pending was an amendment by Mr. 
Pettus of Alabama, providing for such 
improvement of the harbor at Mobile 
as would enable war vessels to obtain 
coal and other supplies there. Mr. Al- | 
lison of Iowa, in charge of the bill, 
made a point of order against the 
amendment. This called out a bitter 
speech. by Mr. Morgan of Alabama, 
who charged the Appropriations Com- 
mittee with discriminating agains 
proper measures, and threatened to as- 
sist in dissolving the committee. 

Continuing, Mr. Morgan said: “I do 
not know, Mr. President, whether war 
is coming or not. I have never my- 
self done anything that might involve 
this country in war, but it seems to me 
that the sworn testimony now before 
the Senate is sufficiently strong to com- 
pel.us to strike in defense of the honor 
and dignity of the country, and in 
memory of our dead seamen shrouded 
in the mud of Havana Harbor, I am 
willing to vote for a declaration that 
may involve us in hostilities; because 
we have a just cause.” 

A yea-and-nay vote was taken on 
this proposition, and resulted in the 
negative, 19 to 32. The vote had the ef- 
fect of ruling the amendment out of 
order. 

There was a scene of great excite- 
ment in thé House late this afternoon 
during the consideration of the bill for 
the reorganization of the army. It was 
caused by Mr. Lentz, an Ohio Demo- 
crat, who made a vicious assault on 
the administration, charging that the 
policy of delay was in the interest of 
stock-jobbers in Wall street. He al- 
leged that Wall street was in the pos- 
session of information that the mes- 
sage would not go in long before it 
was known at the Capitol, and profitéd 
heavily by the advance’ in the price of 
stocks which resulted. He even 


the alarming statements about the sit- 


justifying the delay of the message. 
Lentz’s speech created a profound sen- 
sation, and was met with an emphatic 
reply from Gen. Grosvenor, now re- 
garded as the administration spokes- 
man on thé floor. 

Mr. Grosvenor not only indignantly 
denied there was justification for the 
report, but held Mr. Lentz up to scorn 
for alleging corrupt motives against 
the President. Mr. Lentz disclaimed 
this, but the irate friend of the Presi- 
dent gave him no mercy. He was thor- 
oughly aroused, and laid about him 
with a veritable bludgeon, charging 
that the Democrats were seeking po- 
litical advantage, and paying his re- 
spects to John J. McCook and others. 
Before he concluded he expressed the 
opinion that war was as certain as 
that he would live until next week, un- 
less hostilities were averted by Spain. 

The debate on the Army Bill today 
developed more and more opposition. 
Mr. Hull tried to save the bill by 
agreeing to strike out even the three- 
battalion formation feature, but it was 
in the end recommitted by 150 to 61.

STEWART’S AMENDMENT.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.]

Every particle of this 
statement is, without qualification, ab- 
solutely false. [Applause on the Re- 
publican side.] 

“IT call upon the distinguishe gentle- 
man from Kentucky (Mr. berry.) a 
member of tle Foreign Affairs Cam- 
mittee, to say whether I tell the truth 
or not, when I say that such a dispatch 
was received from Gen..Lee and was 
read by him. There is the answer. 
That is the character of the 
sort of assaults that are. he- 
ing made ‘on American honor and the 
of the President. Not only did 
the dispatch come yesterday, but one 
came the day before, and appealed to 
the President of the United States. I 
read the telegram, and there are twenty 
men on this floor now that read the 
telegram. both Democrats and Re pub- 
licans. It was read to the distinguished 
members of the Foreign Relations Com- 


I mittee of the Senate and each and ev- 


ery one of them without qualification 
coincided with the policy of the Presi- 
dent not to send the message in here 
at that time. I say again that only a 
most earnest and urgent protest came 
from Gen. Lee. Is Gen. Lee at one of 
the tickers? [Laughter on Republican 
side.]

“Now let me answer another propo- 
sition,’’ said Gen. Grosvenor.

He 
made a‘statement that the representa- 
tives of thegreat powers of this city have 
today called on the President and asked 
him to delay.

I have the statement here in my 
hand, and there is not one word said 
about the delay.

ANNEXATION TALK. 
A dispatch from Washington an- 
i nounces that some sentiment is de- 
veloping in favor of the annexation 
of Cuba, and a scheme for the solution 
of the Cuban problem by that method 
is very likely to be put forward. . 

No plan of annexation deserves to 
command enough supporters in Con- 
gress to entitle it to serious consider- 
ation. There are grave objections to 
such a solution of the difficulty. In 
the first place, there is no good reason 
to believe that the Cubans desire an- 
nexation to the United States. They 
have expressed no such desire, and an- 
nexation without their express wish 
and .consent would be nothing more 
nor less than conquest. 

' <All that the Cubans really ask of 
the United States is political inde- 
pendence, They would welcome in- 
tervention by the United States to aid 
them in establishing their dominion 


over the entire island, but they do not | 


ask the United States to intervene by 
force of arms. If their political in- 
dependence were recognized by the 
United States they would unquestion- 
ably be able to drive Spain out of 
Cuba in time. But the conflict would 
indefinitely prolonged; whereas, 
assistance of the United 
‘ates it might be accomplished much 
sooner, and with bloodshed in 
the aggregate. But independence is 
the si qua non of peace in Cuba.

FOREIGN AMBASSADORS AND THE 

7 PRESIDENT. 

The official representatives of six of 
the European powers made a friendly 
call upon the President yesterday, in 
the interests of. peace. The powers 
represented were Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
Russia and Italy. Their mission was 
not to offer active mediation between 
the United States and Spain, but to 
express, on behalf of their several gov- 
ernments and of humanity, the hope 
that war between our country and 
Spain may be averted. Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, 
on behalf of his own and the other 
governments represented, presented 
the following written note to the Pres- 
ident, which was signed by the other 
representatives: 

“The undersigned, representatives 
of Germany, Austria-Hungary, France 
Great Britain, Italy and Russia, duly 
authorized in that behalf, address in 
the name of their respective govern- 


humanity and moderation of the Pres- 
ident and of the American people in 
their existing differences with Spain. 
They earnestly hope that further ne- 
gotiations will lead to an agreement 
which, while securing the maintenance 
of peace, will afford all necessary guar- 
antees for the reéstablishment of order 
in Cuba. The powers do not doubt 
that the humanitarian and purely dis- 
interested character of this representa- 
tion will be fully recognized and ap- 
preciated by the American nation.” 
The presentation of this note was 
a mere matter of form, and was not 
expected to have any practical bear- 
ing on the course of events. It does 
not even offer the “‘good offices” of any 
or all of the powers in behalf of peace. 
It was well known in advance that 
such an offer would be rejected. It 
was simply the formal expression of 
a feeling which is generally enter- 
tained by right-minded men through- 
out the civilized world, that war 1s a 
great evil, to be avoided if possible. 
The reply of the President was dig-. 
nified, calm, and forceful, as befitted 
the official head of a great nation. The 
President said: 
“The government, of the United 
States recognizes the good will which 
has prompted the friendly communi- 
cation of the representatives of Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary, France, Great 
Britain, Italy and Russia, as set forth 
in the address of your” excellencies, 
and shares the hope therein expressed 
that the outcome of the situation in 
Cuba may be the maintenance of peace 
between the United States and Spain, 
affording the necessary guarantees for 
the reéstablishment of order in the 
island, so terminating the chronic con- 
dition of disturbance there which so 
deeply iniures the interests and men- 
aces the tranquillity of the American 
nation by the character and  conse- 
quences of the struggle thus” kept 
up at our doors, besides shocking its 
sentiment of humanity. The govern- 
ment of the United States appreciates 
the humanitarian and disinterested 
character of the communication now 
made on behalf of the powers named, 
and for its part is confident that equal 
appreciation will be shown for its own 
earnest and unselfish endeavors to 
fulfill a duty to humanity by ending 
a situation, the indefinite prolongation 
of which has become Insufferable.” 
These firm 
of the President indicate that he has 
in no sense swerved from his deter- 
mination to put an end to the atroci- 
ties in Cuba, even though armed {n- 
tervention may be necessary to &c- 
complish that extremely desirable re- 
sult. While recognizing and sharing 
in the general desire for peace, the 
President expresses a firm faith in 
the justice of our cause, and plainly, 
though courteously, gives the powers 


to understand that we shall pursue 
our policy to. definite results at all 
hazards, 


The President's reply to the foreign 
representatives should serve to silence 
jhose of his would-be critics who are 
accusing him of vacillation, weakness, 


hesitancy, “lack of backbone,” etc., 
ete. The President can confidently ap- 
peal from the injustice of the present 
hour of excitement to the calm verdict 
of the future, which will no doubt 
fully vindicate his course.

THE REPUBLICAN LEAGUE 


R. H. F. VARIED DELIVERS AN AD- 
DRESS ON CUBAN SITUATION. 


L. H. Valentine and C, C. McComas 
nlso Make Addresses—New and 
Clubrooms Secured 
in Oonventiently Central Sit- 
uation, 


The Los Angeles county branch of the 
Republican League of Southern Califor- 
nia held its monthly meeting last even- 
ing in Odd Fellows Hall, Vice-President 
Gilbert Overton in the chair. 

The branch is increasing in strength, 
there being 800 names on the roll and 
thirty-four new members joined last 
night. Secretary Robinson, on behalf 
of the committee appointed to obtain a 
hall, reported that arrangements had 
been made with the Columbia Club by 
Which the league will have a portion of 
the club’s quarters at No. 
Spring street, comprising reading, bil- 
liard and assembly rooms, and all the 
ordinary conveniences of a club. 

The preliminary business being dis- 
posed of, M. A. Deckman moved that 
the chair appoint a committee of three 
to draft resolutions indicating the feel- 
ing of the league on the present war- 
like crisis. 

Walter F. Haas reminded the meet- 
ing that resolutions were adopted when 
the Cuban difficulty arose, and copies 
were sent to Senator Davis, chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Committee. 
and to Senator Perkins. Under such 
circumstances he thought there existed 
no necessity for further resolutions. 

After some discussion Charles A. 
Gardner of Pasadena offered the fo'low- 
ing as a substitute motion: “‘That this 
club has confidence in the wisdom and 
the patriotism of President MciWinley 
and the government of the United 
States, and that we are willing to await 
with loyal patience ‘he result of their 
deliberations.” 

L. H. Valentine, in addressing the 
meeting, paid a high compliment to 
President McKiualey for the ca'm and 
Statesmanlike attitude he has main- 
tained during the recent troublous time. 
Passing to the political situation lovally 
the speaker impressed upon all present 
the wisdom displayed in organizing a 
strong county branch of the league, 
and then proceeded to show that all the 
probabilities pointed to a Republican 
success next November. He derided the 
claim put forward by Democrats that 
the administration of Gov. Budd had 
been an economical one, and as an il- 
lustration of the falsity of the conten- 
tion quoted the case of the State Li- 
brary. For years it has been a political 
affair, but it remained for the present 
Governor to carry it to its recent pitch 


of extravagance. The hew board of trus- 


tees—a Republican board—took their 
seats last month, appointed a new and 
efficient librarian and corps of assist- 
ants, and without limiting the capa- 
bilities of the library, cut the expense§ 
down from $15,000 to $10,000. 

Mr. Valentine also alluded to the at- 

tempt on the part of Gov. Budd to 
manipulate the agricultural districts, 
and in eoncluding prophesied success 
for the Republican party in the com- 
ing campaign. 
Cc. €. MeComas of the District At- 
torney’s office, being called upon for a 
speech, indulged his capability for 
humorous remark by skimming over 
a wide range of ground. He compared 
the financial policy under Cieveland’s 
administration with the present One, 
and in quoting statistics showed how 
the tide of financial. disaster had been 
turned by the present administraticn, 
With passing allusion to loca) a‘fairs 
he surveyed the situation ct present 
existing in the East, and concluded by 
congratulations on the status cf the 
San Pedro Harbor jroposition. 


The next and last speaker of 
the evening was R. ae 
Variel, who made in- 


spiring address, taking for his theme, 


‘the present situation as existing be- 


tween, this nation and Spain. He said 
that every one must realize that great 
issues are at stake. The great curtain 
has rolled up, and nations are the ac- 
tors upon the scene. He went back in 
history, and pointed out the unhappy 
part that Spain had played through 
the centuries up to the present time, 
when $36,000,000 have been wrested an- 
nually from Cuba. The last revolution 
lasted for ten years, and was closed 
by Gen. Campos promising an autono- 
mous form of government. That 
promise, Mr. Variel reminded his audi- 
ence, had not been kept, and when 
three years ago Snain desired to raise 
a loan of $250,000,000, with Cuba as a 
guarantee, the present revolution was 
inaugurated. Apart from the question 
of humanitarian interest, it was 
pointed out that this country had a 
very direct and selfish interest in hav- 
ing peace restored in Cuba. During 
the last three years this country has 
lost $347,000,000 as a consequence of the 
revolution, the loss in the sugar trade 
alone being $47,000,000 per annum. 
Reviewing the action taken by the 
people of this nation from the’ time 
when resolutions were first introduced 
in Congress to recognize the belliger- 
ency of the Cuban insurgents, Mr. 
Variel said that since that time the 
question had been growing, until the 
heart of the nation had been stirred. 
Then came the loss of the Maine, and 
the dramatic actions that have  fol-. 
lowed in quick succession. With refer- 
ence to the onerous duties that have 
devolved upon President McKinley and 
his advisors, some reasons were given 
why the delay, that has been so hard 
to endure, was wise and inevitable. 
In the first place, this nation, while 
invincible in resources and for de- 
fense, was not so well equipped for at- 
tack: The American navy stood only 


sixth in the list of naval powers. It 
had two torpedo:beats, while Spain 
had sixty. The United States, when 


the war cloud first began to rise, had 
not enough powder to Keep her guns 
operating for one day, and what there 
was, was the old brown powder. Today 
these requisites have been supplied— 
not all delivered, but purchased. The 
Oregon, said Mr. Variel, was ordered 
from the Pacific Coast, and had to 
make the trip around the Horn—a 
thing that the vessel could not have 
dene if war had been declared, for 
then she would have had no coaling 
place en route. As it was, the Oregon 
coaled yesterday at Callao. and from 
now on jis Yndependent of a further 
coal supply: 

These and others facts were elab- 
orated upon by Mr. Variel, not for- 
getting too, the danger to American 
lives in Cuba that would have been 
imperiled by a declaration of war. Op- 
portunity was taken to pay a glowing 
tribute to Consul-General Fitzhugh 
Lee, Mr. Varicl saying that a thousand 
million dollars would not replace him 
‘if his life should be sacrificed. 

The (speech throughout was pune- 
tuated with applause, and upon its 
conclusion ‘there was quite a patriotic 
outburst. 

There was quite a heated discussion 
‘in which Mr. McComas, W. H. Hola- 
bird and J. Griffin participated. as to 
the formulation of a resolution 
dorsing the administration. Inasmuch 
as this had been already done, it was 
not thought any further action was 
necessary, and the matter dropped.

Those two pinhead politicians, Hutch- 
ison and Grider, who are aspiring to 
lead the local Democracy by the nose, 
are finding the path to political power a 
Of late they have been 
steadily traveling two feet backward to 
one foot forward. Each of them is 
slowly awakening to the fact that, in- 
stead of controlling municipal politics, 
it is exceedingly doubtful whether he 
can even secure a renomination to the 
Council from his own ward. 

Grider’s chances .of a renomination 
in the Sixth are slender. His constitu- 
ents are making a wry face over the 
idea of swallowing such a pill. Their 
dissatisfaction with their representa- 
tive has found frequent expressions, 
and even if Grider should again be the 
nominee, he cannot carry the ward 
against a good Republican candidate. 

As for El Hutch, he, too, has troubles 
of his own. The Eighth Ward is not 
proud of its Councilman, and already 
shows a strong disposition to buck 
when he talks of running again. Fur- 
thermore, many of those who voted for 
Hutchison in the last campaign are 
effectualy cured of their desire to see 
him in office. Without Democratic sup- 
port his candidacy is hopeless, and 
Hutchison has been clumsily pulling 
wires to induce the Democrats to come 
to his resue. 

To every one but El Huth, who 
fatuously imagines that he is to be 
returned in triumph to the Council 
chamber, the futility of these efforts is 
as plain as a pikestaff. 

The Democrats of the Eighth Ward 
will nominate a Councilman this fall 
and will make a strong effort to elect 
him. McInerny is making a strong bid 
for the nomination, but he is meeting 
with some serious opposition. Bob Todd 
is far more popular, and many of his 
friends are anxious to have him enter 
the race. He could undoubtedly cap- 
ture the Democratic nomination, if he 
should become a candidate. He has 
lived in the ward nearly all hig life, 
and has a strong following. Under some 
circumstances a split between the Dem- 
ocrats and the Populists in the Eighth 
Ward might open the way for a Re- 
publican to win out. But Todd’s per- 
sonal popularity in the ward is such 
that he would probably secure votes 
from all parties, if he should make 
the race. Todd still refuses to declare 
himself. 

It would not be surprising if Hutchi- 
son should awake some day to the 
fact that his goose is cooked, and then 
he may decide to run for some other 
office. United States Senator or City 
Dog-catcher or any other old thing 
would do, so long as it is a public office 
with a salary attached.

BANK PRESIDENT KILLED. 


Shot by Patent Medicine Man—Mur.

Efficacy of Torpedo Boats. 

[Chicago News:] The Spanish tor- 
pedo flotilla has caused much anxiety, 
not to say downright fear, among gov- 
ernmentand naval officials. The fleet has 
been described as an.agency of death 
which nothing in our line of defense 
could stop, or nothing in our belligerent 
forces combat. In a.measure this fear 
is well founded, but only in a measure. 

The eflicacy of a torpedo boat and 
torpedo-boat destroyer, two classes of 
vessels which go to make up the flotilla 
now approaching the Western themi- 
sphere, depends solely and wholly upon 
one contingent, smooth water. In a 
harbor or in an open smooth sea per- 
haps nothing floating could successfully 
withstand an attack from such a fleet. 
But such a perfect condition must exist 
before these boats can perform the 
duty for which they were designed. 

It is not to be supposed that the com- 
mander of an American battleship or 
cruiser would wilfully meet a torpedo 
boat in still water unless his ship were 
equipped wit} all the modern devices 
for torpedo enses. Nor would there 
be any necessity for such hazard. The 
guns of a battleship can do effective 
work from six to fifteen miles from an 
objective point, while a torpedo boat 
is of use only within a mile on the 
smoothest water. 

The fear felt by Washington officials 
is not borne out by experiments made 
by torpedo boats at Newport, the gov- 
ernment torpedo station. Up to a few 
years ago the United States was ahead 
of all countries in the successful manip- 
ulation of torpedoes. Jt was there that 
the torpedo was developed into an 
active agency of war, and there, too, 
were the net and other defenses against 
the torpedo perfected to such a degree 
as to admit of their being counted 
among the naval assets. Unfortunately, 
experiments along these lines were not 
carried on to the point warranted by 
the progress made in the other arts of 
war. 

Sufficient headway was made, how- 
ever, to vouchsafe the statement that 
were the Iowa or any other battleship 
or cruiser pitted against a Spanish 
torpedo-boat fleet on the open sea the 
chances of victory would be largely in 
favor of the battleship.

TO SHELTER THEM, 


Svicted from Their Home for Non- 

| payment of Rent—Homes Pro- 
vided for the Little Oues—Story 
of Poverty and Neglect, 


A father and four motherless chil- 

dren slept in the street in the south- 
western part of the citv Wednesday 
night. because thev had been turned 
out of house and home by a landlord 
who was tired of affording them shel- 
ter for nothing. 
- The man who has no roof under 
which to lodge his brood is Owen E. 
Johnson. a carpenter. who for several 
vears previous to Wednesday morning 
lived in a humble cottage at the corner 
of Thirtv-ninth and Widnev streets. 

Johnson’s wife died several years ago, 
leaving him with five young children 
on his hands. With so many hungry 
mouths to feed and most of the time 
out of work. Johnson fell in arrears for 
his rent. His landlord. R. H. Tapp,. 
charged him onlv the nominal sum of 
$3 a month. but Johnson was unable 
to pav even so small an amount. Tapp 
repeatedly served notice on Johnson to 
pay up or vacate, but having no Wlace 
to move to the familv kept right on 
living in the same house. 

The children were ill provided for 
and suffered such apparent neglect 
that the Humane Societv’s attentions 
was called to the case. Johnson. how- 
ever. refused to part with any of his 
children and thev were disinclined to 
leave their father. so thev were left 
to their fate until the landlord’s pa- 
tience was worn out and he invoked 
the law to get possession of his prop- 
erty. 

The unpaid rental amounted to $69 
when Tapp began ejectment proceed- 
ings. He received judgment for that 
amount and $207 damages and costs. 
A writ of eiectment was granted, and, 
armed with this instrument. Deputy 
Constable Menzer on Wednesday morn- 
ing evicted the familv. Their meager 
belongings were burfiled out into the 
street and the house was locked and 
guarded. so that the family could not 
regain possession. 

Police Matron Grav accompanied the 
officer who evicted the Johnsons for 
the purpose of taking charge of the 
children. but the voungsters scattered 
like a flock of voung npartridges and 
could not be captured. 

The father of the familv rigged up 
a temporarv shelter in the street and 
there he slept with four of his children 
Wednesdav night. Yesterdav morning 
another attempt was made to round up 
the children in order to provide them 
with comfortable homes. Denutv Con- 
stable Muenemi’s services were en- 
listed and he succeeded in capturing 
the wild little ones. The two youngest 
were turned over to Police Matron 


Grav and will be placed in the Los 


Angeles Orvhans’ Home. A girl aged 
10 has heen taken in charge by Mrs. 
KE. H. Foster. and Mrs. Threlkeld. late 
principal of the girls’ department of 
the Whittier State School. has custody 
of a fourteen-vear-old girl. The eldest 
daughter. who was not at home when 
the eviction took place. is working for 
a familv named Bell at University. 

Thus all the children are provided 
for. and Mr. Johnson is left to shift for 
himself. His misfortune is said to be 
due principally to inabilitv to secure 
work. He is said to be a man of tem- 
perate habits.

April 7.—The Auxiliary 
Cruiser Board has been instructed to 
examine the steamers Normannia and 
Columbia with a view to their pur- 


chase for use as war vessels. These 
steamers piv between New York and

burg-American line and are now in 
Europe. Both are exceedingly fast. 
The Normannia has made the run from 
Southampton to New York at an aver- 
age speed of more than 20 knots an 
hour. The Columbia is verv nearly as 
fast. 

Both vessels have demonstrated their 
seaworthiness under the most adverse 
conditions. The Normannia was once 
swept bv a tidal wave and lived 
through it like a cork. These vessels 
were both built in Scotland. The Nor- 
mannia is 500 feet long. 57 feet beam 
and 34 feet deep. The Columbia is 464 
feet lone. 55 feet beam and 27 feet 
deep. Thev are considered two of the 
best vessels of the Hamburg-American 
line.

NEW YORK, April 8.—A dispatch to 


the Tribune from Washington says: 
The Navy Department, has learned of+ 


ficially that Spain has bought the} 


Guiseppe Garibaldi, from Italy for fu- 
ture delivery, and, after the United 
States had refused to take the vessel. 
The Varez No. 3, which had also been 
offered to the United States hag been 
sold by Italy to the Argentine Republic. 
No other vessels will be completed for 
four or five months, and by that time 
the United States does not expect to 
need second-hand ships of that charac- 
ter. It wag for this reason that Com- 
modore Brownson, after inspecting the 
two vessels in the Italian dock yard, 
was recalled to this country, it being 
evident that in case of war neither of 
the vessels could be brought to the 
United States if it were possible in- 
deed, to complete them in Italy or get 
them out of neutral waters after a 
declaration of hostilities. 

Commander Brownson also had the 
satisfaction of knowing before he left 
Italy that Spain was made to pay dearly 
for the ships, for his visit advanced her 
price to $4,000,000, although the vessel 
had at one time been offered fer two- 
thirds that amount. Italy has found 
it exceedingly profitable to build Gari- 
baldis and Varezs in lots and parcel 
them off at strictly retail prices. 

The first was launched at Sestu Po- 
neute dock. yard May 27, 1895, and 
named Guiseppe Garibaldi. A _ sister 
ship called the Varez was launched 
about the same time at the same place. 
Both these vessels were sold to the 
Argentine Republic in 1896, and re- 
named respectively Garibaldi and San 
Matin, the former bringing the enor- 
mous price of f.18,807,500. 

Italy immediately laid down two 
more identical ships with the same 
names and launched them by the latter 
part of 1896. They were snapped up by 
Spain and renamed, respectively, Cris- 
tobal Colon and Pedro d’Aragua, the 
former being now considered the finest 
cruiser belonging to Spain, while the 
latter is still uncompleted at Cadiz. 
_It was the Cristobal Colon that was 
selected to convoy the torpedo flotilla 
to this country, but at the last mo- 
ment it was found that the Scotch 
engineers would not come and _ the 
Spanish engineers were not sufficiently 
familiar with the machinery to under- 
take so long a voyage. In fact, the 
Spanish engineers could not get the 
ship under full steam power at all. 

As soon as Italy disposed of the 
second set of duplicates another 
Guiseppe Garibaldi was constructed 
and laid down at Sestu Poneute, and 
a third Varez at Leghorn, to be com- 
pleted in the latter part of 1898. The 
former vessel was launched on Sep- 
tember 25 last and by extra work has 
to a _ condition 
which gives promise of completion the 
last of August. 

The United States concluded it would 


not need.a ship the last of August, © 


or even a month earlier. Naval of- 
ficers did not want to purchase the 
Albany because she was uncompleted, 
but. Brazil declined to sell the New 
Orleans without the Albany, and as 
the New Orleans was ready and 
needed both ships were taken. 
_The American flag was promptly 
raised on the Albany to avoid any in- 
ternational entanglement, but it is 
fully recognized here that her ser- 
vices cannot be utilized if war oOc- 
curs before she leaves England, for 
the English could not complete her 
afterward, “to ‘observe néutrality, nor 
would it be considered safe to start 
her unarmored and alone across the 
ocean. 
At the Navy Department it is said 
that the statement that the United 
States signed contract for three Italian 
torpedo boats is not true, for, much 
as the United States would like to 
have the vessels, the impossibility of 
getting them ‘? the United States is 
vy recognized. 
Yankee, Dixie, Prairie 
and Yosemite were today selected as 
the naval designations of the four 
Morgan-line Auxiliary cruizers £1 Sol, 
El Norte, El Sud and El Rio. 


ORANGES AT A PREMIUM. 


CARLOAD FOOTS UP TO OVER 
SEVEN HUNDRED DOLLARS, 


Those the Riverside Chamber of 
Commerce Sent to Be Solid for 
the Renefit of the Cuban Suf- 
ferers Brought Big Prices in 
New York. °

NEW YORK, April 7,.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The carload of California 
oranges which was contributed by the 
Chamber of Commerce of Riverside, and 
sent here to be sold for the benefit of 
the Cuban relief fund, was auctioned 
off today. E. L. Goodsell did the sell- 
4 hundred and twenty-three boxes 
of oranges were displayed before the 
sale, surmounted with Cuban flags, 
and the auction-room was decorated 
for the occasion with Cuban flags, and 
the Stars and Stripes. As soon as the 
first box of fruit was offered there was 
great clamoring, many voices started 
bidding for it at $10. 

The price was jumped up by $1 ad- 
ditions until it reached $16, at which 
it was knocked down to E. Andrews, 
Jr. Many boxes were then sold at 
¢> each, and Italians, Greeks and na- 
tive Americans kept the sale going 
with bids about the market value of 
the fruit until the choice lot was 
reached. 

This lot consisted of one box of fine 
fancy Ruby Blood oranges. Bids on 
this started at $10; and soon the price 
reached $20. A. Flake & Co. became the 
purchasers. 

“Put it up again,’ Flake shouted, 
and in half a minute J. H. Killough 
bought it for $13. “Sell it again for 
fun.” he ordered, and it was put up 
onee more and sold for $7.50 to Frank 
Lester. “I'll keep it for a souvenir,” 
the latter said. 

Lot twenty-one brought the most 
money of any. This lot consisted of 


one box of oranges similar to the other. 


lot. G. Allison bought it first at $10, 
and ordered it resold at once. Each 
buyer in turn had it resold as rapidly 
as the auctioneer could take the bids, 
and in a very little time, this one box 
of oranges had netted $65 for the benefit 
of the Cubans. 

The total amount realized’ by the sale 
footed up more than $700, for a carload 
of fruit which would not ordinarily have 
brought more than $350. The proceeds 
will be paid today to the treasurer of 
the Cuban relief fund, without any de- 
ductions for expenses, as all expenses 
for handling and selling the fruit were

AMERICAN MISSION CHAPEL IN THE 
KANSU PROVINCE, 


Several Persons Mardered—United 
States Consul Demands Disband. 
ing of Soldiers—Denth and Ar- 
rest Puanishment— Money Pay- 
ment and Protection.

VANCOUVER, April 7.—Telegrams 
received at Shanghai report that a 
chapel in Chung King, Kansu province, 
belonging to an American mission had 
been attacked by rioters and some per- 
sons of the mission have been mur- 
dered. 

The United States Consul has de- 
manded from the Taotati, first, that 
the soldiers shall be disbanded; second, 
that the murderers shall be put to death 
and the ringleaders arrested; third, 
that 500 taels be paid as compensation 
for the chapel destroyed, and, fourth, 
that full protection be given to the 
missionaries wher they return. 

JAPAN'S COURSE.

VANCODVER (B. C.,) April 7.—The 
Chuosinbun, a Japanese newspaper, 
gives an ‘interesting interview with 
Count \ltagaki, considered the best 
authority on international affairs in 
the Orient, with reference to the 
course that Japan should adopt in for- 
eign affairs at the present juncture.

PROVINCES IN OPEN REVOLT.

the rebellion of 1896-97. Attacks were 
made upon the Spanish quarters at 
Subig and Apalit and the rebels suc- 
ceeded in capturing and carrying off 
ety quantities of arms and ammuni- 
tion. 

The whole of the northern provinces 
are affected. The natives refuse the 
taxes. Many of the rich natives and 
half-castes are closing their business 
places. and preparing to leave the isl- 
ands. The provinces of Zamabales, 
Tarlac and Pangasin are in open re- 
volt. 

News has just reached Manila that 
the telegraph land lines connecting 
the cable with Manila were destroyed 
by the rebels.

MR. COUDERT’S OPINION. 


United States’ Rights Regarded by 
Measure of Her Obligations, . 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, April 7.—Frederic R. 
Coudert, an authority on international 
law, referring to the statement made 
two days ago in the British House of 
‘commons by Sir Richard Webster, to 
the effect that neither the United 
States nor Spain, in the event of war 
between the two countries, would be 
affected by the declaration of Paris, 
and that the right of search by them 
for the contrabands of war undoubt- 
edly exists, said today: . 

“Tt is plain, as stated by Sir Richard 
Webster, that the rights of Spain and 
the United States, respectively, as bel- 
ligerents would not be affected by the 
declaration of Paris. This is a truism, 
They were neither parties to the con- 
gress, and cannot be bound by its re- 
sults. I cannot agree, however, with 
the proposition that the United States 
has lost any rights by expressing opin- 
ions in the past upon the subjects now 
coming up in practical shape. 

“The rights of the United States must 
be regarded by the measure of her obli- 
gations. Her obligations and her du- 
ties are not to be increased in the one 
case or diminished in the other by ex- 
pressions of opinion on the part of 
those who might happen to be tempor. 
arily at the head of the government.” 


COMPLICATED TRAGEDY. 


Andrew Martin Hangs Himself Be. 

cause His Son Commits Murder.

WILMINGTON (0O.,) April 7.—Dr. 
Andrew K. Martin, one of the wealthi- 
est and best-konwn men of the city, 
has committed suicide by hanging. 
He was the father of John C. Martin, 
who has been on trial for six weeks 
for his life, for the shooting of George 
MeMillan last October.

Bench Warrants Issued for Persons 


Whom the Grand Jury Refused 
to Indict. 


MILITIA SENT AFTER ACCUSED. 


RETURN OF THE POSSE WITHOUT 


ANY PRISONERS, 


Deputy Sheriff Arrested for Shooting 
an Assassin Who Resisted Ar- 
rest—Political Revenge 
Explains It. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TIMES.] 

LAS CRUCES (N. M.,) April 7.—A 
peculiar condition of affairs exists in 
this community, due to the diligent ef- 
forts to make politics out of the Foun- 
tain case. An attempt was made to 
induce the grand jury to indict the 
cattlemen, upon whom the political 
friends of Fountain have been trying 
to fasten the supposed murder, but 
as Fountain’s body never was found, 
the evidence that a murder had been 
committed was not sufficient to satisfy 
the grand jury, and that body refused 
to find indictments. The whirligig 
of politics has placed upon the bench 
some of the most unscrupulous parti- 
sans in the history of the Territory, 
and one of these serviceable tools of 
Boss Catron promptly issued bench 
warrants for everybody whom the 
bosses desired to prosecute. Carr and 
McNew were arrested in town, and 
the Sheriff sent the militia and one 
of his deputies out to the Sacramento 
Mountains to arrest Oliver Lee and W. 
F. Gilliland. The report that these 
arrests had been made, which was 
sent out from Albuquerque, was in- 
correct. The militia and Sheriff's 
posses have returned without captur- 
ing the men. The posse reached Lees 
place in the night, but Lee was not 
there. He was in El Paso last night. 

The bench warrants were returnable 
today, and Carr and McNew de- 
manded a hearing, but the prosecu- 
tion was:not ready, alleging the ab- 
sence of the Sheriff with important 
documents, and asked for delay until 
Saturday, which was granted. 

The purpose of the; prosecution is 
shown in the action of Judge John Nf. 
McFie, one of Catron’s tools, in issuing 
a bench warrant for Tom Tucker, 
charging him with the murder cf 
Hypolito Vigil in Santa Fé, in | 189t. 
Tucker is a friend of the men ac- 
cused of the murder of Fountain. In 
1894 he was a deputy sheriff in Santa 
Fé, and assisted in arresting the Bor- 
rego gang of assassinsfor the cowardly 
murder of Frank Chavez. Vigil was 
the leader of this gang, which had 
murdered several men in the streets 
of Santa Fé, and under the protection 
of Tom Catron he had been made 
Chief of Police of Santa Fé. Catron 
was a member of the secret political 
society of which the Borrego gang was 
the “executive committee.” When the 
Sheriff’s posse attempted to _ arrest 
Vigil, he resisted, and shot at Tucker. 
Tucker shot Vigil in the arm just as 
he fired, and Sheriff Cunningham and 
Page Otero, opened fire also and killed 
Vigil. Four other members of the 
gang were arrested, tried, convicted 


- and hanged, and Vigil would have been 


hanged with them had he not been 
killed by the posse. 

. Since then Page Otero, brother of 
the Governor, has changed his politics 
and holds an office. In this territory, 
where men change their politics oftener 
than they do their shirts, Otero’s switch 
causes no special surprise, but as he is 
the man who filled Vigil with buckshot 
and claimed that credit of killing him, 
the action of McFie in now charging 
Tucker with murder for returning the 
fire of Agsassin Vigil is considered 
pretty raw, even for a Catronite, es- 
pecially a Catronite like McFie, who 
has been known to denounce Catron in 
unmeasured terms between campaigns. 
is clear that Tucker is to be 
prosecuted solely because he is. the 
friend of Lee, McNew and the public 
men whom Catron dislikes. : 

The community is greatly excited by 
these events. but Lee’s friends.are quiet 
and are making no armed resistance. 
Tucker was arrested in open court 
upon the arbitrary order of McFie. 

Catron, who defended the Borregos 
with dogged persistence, carrying the 
case to the United States Supreme 
Comt, and to two Presidents, even 
after the murderers had made full con- 
fessions, and whose tactics in the case 
caused him to be tried under disbar- 
ment proceedings for subornation of 
perjury and intimidation of witnesses— 
charges that one of his judges de- 
clared proven—is prosecuting ‘the cases 
against McNew and the others. 

The Fountain case promises to make 
as much of a stir in New Mexico ag 
did the Borrego case, and it may in- 
volve as many of the switch-back. 
double-action politicians, and also lead 
to more of the sort of guerrilla warfare 
that is the salient feature of New Max- 
ican politics. The uncommon atrocity 
of the murder, if ‘there was any mur- 
der, has been a potent factor in pre- 
jwiicing people against any person ac- 
cused even upon the flimsiest suspicion 
of having had a hand in the mysterious 
affair. If Fountain was murdered, his 
eight-year-old boy was butchered also 
to remove a witness to the crime.

the requirements, without regard to 
race or to political or religious affilia- 
tions, All such citizens are invited to 
apply. ‘They shall be examined, 
graded and _ certified, with entire 
impartiality and wholly without regard 
to any consideration, save their effi- 
ciency as shown by the grade they at- 
tain in the examination.

SCIENCE IN WAR:- 


PHYSICS AND CHEMISTRY REPLAC- 
ING GUNPOWDER. 


High Explosives and Poisonous 
Fumes—The Use of Electricity. 
Dalloons and Flying Machines in 
War—Dreadful Military Engines. 
Wholesale Slaughter. 


[Washington Correspondence Minne- 
apolis Journal:] “The next armed con- 
flict in which Uncle Sam is called upon 
to engage will be a war of physics and 
chemistry. We are on the edge of a 
great revolution in the art of fighting, 
and before long the methods of warfare 
most approved today will be regarded 
as wholly out of date. Twenty years 
from now, reckoning at the very far- 
thest, there will be no floating fort- 
resses of the kind which we call battle- 
ships; they will be considered as rep- 
resenting an obselete type of naval 
architecture ,and their place will be 
taken by vessels comparatively small, 
yet infinitely more formidable and de- 
structive. By that time, also, electric- 
ity will have made its appearance as 
an active agent of destruction, and 
military engines of all sorts will have 
assumed forms as yet undreamed of. 

The remarks above quoted were made 
yesterday by a government official who 
is one of the foremost scientific men in 
this country. Imposing the condition 
that his name should not be mentioned, 
he proceeded to develop the idea by 
a series of suggestions so striking as 
to excite the utmost interest. He said: 

‘To illustrate the tendency of the de- 
telopment of warfare at present, I will 
refer ‘to the wiping out of the battle- 
ship Maine. According to my belief, it 
took just about three men to accom- 
plish the destruction of that gigantic 
fighting machine. They had a large 
quantity of nitroglycerine, or some such 
high explosive, packed in bags imperv- 
ious to water. In each bag was placed 
just enough cork to give the contents 


“the specific gravity of water approxi- 


mately. Dragging the bags, one or 
more of. the men swam out to within 
@ short distance of the ship, then dived 
and swam under water to escape obser- 
vation, and came up under the safe 
Shelter of the side of the vessel. To at- 
tach the bags to the bottom of the 
ship was easy, and a chemical time 
fuse that would burn under water 
could be ienited readily enough per- 
mitting the assassins to swim away at 
their leisure. 

“In some such way as this I think 
the Maine was destroyed. I only cite 
the case to illust™te the ease with 
which a mighty warship of this de-~ 


‘scription can be destroyed by two or 


three determined men at a minimum 
of cost. A few dollars’ worth of high 
explosives will wipe out $4,000,000 worth 
of fighting machinery and several hun- 
dred lives. If half a dozen hostile ves- 
sels of war ventured into the harbor of 
New York they: would be annihilated 
very quickly, not by our own warships, 
but by a small group of courageous 
men with so-called infernal machines of 
one kind or another. When this sort of 
thing happens, and is always likely to 
occur, it means that the fighting ship 
of the type described is out of date. 
The modern battleship is constructed, 
So to speak, on a gunpowder basis. In 
the building of them no more account 
is taken of high explosives than if there 
were no such things. But it is perfectly 
certain that the wars of the immediate 
future are to be prosecuted with high 
explosives. 

“The great warship and the great 
gun are the naval ideals of today. Both 
of them are based on what? On gun- 
powder. Modern forts both on land and 
on sea, are built on a gunpowder basis, 
and without any consideration of high 
explosives. The very brains of army 
and navy men all over the world are 
adjusted to gunpowder, as it were. 
Military experts, generally speaking, 
are unable to think of war, except in 
terms of gunpowder. Yet gunpowder 
is practically out of date. The day of 
high-power explosives arrived; 
they constitute the postulate to which 
ideas of warfare must be adjusted. 
These explosives have carried the art 
of war beyond the stage when the bat- 
tleship can be useful. With their aid it 
is as easy to destroy the strongest ar- 
mored ship as to smash up a wooden 
schooner. It is not possible to predict 
with confidence just what the charac- 
ter of the fighting vessels of the future 
will be, but a suggestion in that direc- 
tion’ seems to be afforded by the tor- 
pedo boat. A torpedo boat costs $75,000, 
and you can build a whole fleet of such 
craft for the cost of one battleship. 

“The advantege of high explosives is 
that only a little power is required to 
convey them to the place where they 
are to do work. Their adoption as a 
means of destruction is certain to in- 
troduce an entirely new series of in- 
ventions for war. The development of 
the art of war from this time on will 
be @ battle of invention. If hostilities 
should break out between Spain and 
the United States invention in this line 
would be marvelously stimulated. Has 
it ever occurred to you to think of the 
fact ‘that during our gown civil war a 
greater number of fighting machines 
were invented than in all the history 
of the world up to that time? The 
Franco-Prussian conflict gave a great 
stimulus to military invention. We, of 
course, are a nation of inventors. A 
war with Spain would bring into exist- 
ence many contrivances for destruction 
far surpassing what has hitherto been 
devised. The Spaniards t#/emselves, not 
at all an inventive people, would think 
that they had come up against a na- 
tion of devils. 

“There is no telling what we might 
do with electricity, which, doubtless is 
destined to play a part in future war- 
fare as an active agent of destruction. 
Telegraphy without 
its infancy, but something very sub- 
Stantial in this line has heen accom- 
plished already. If we can convey, as 
we do, to a distance and without a 
wire, enough energy to communicate 
intelligence, we shall be able before long 
to convey enough energy to work in- 
jury. As our control of electrica] energy 
becomes more complete we can extend 
its reach further and further. It ain 
not seem wholly improvable that the 
time will come when we shall ba able 
to explode the magazine of a hir 
Without going near it.

shock or otherwise than by actual con- 
tact with fire. The stuff called ‘ex- 
plosive gelatine,’ -for example, is the 
most powerful of all known explosives, 
being fifteen times as strong as gun- 
powder. It “is made by dissolving 
gun cotton in nitrogen, the preparation 
having the consistency of honey. But 
it is very unsafe for use in battle, be- 
cause a bullet striking it will set it off 
by concussion. 

“It is extremely likely that in the 
next great war shells that Hberate 
poisonous gases on explosion will be 
employed. It has been suggested that 
bombs loaded with hydrocyanic acid 
gas under pressure could be thus 
utilized, releasing such fumes _on 
bursting as would destroy all life in 
the neighborhood. The French ‘me- 
linite’ has for its abse a coal tar 
product termed picric acid: its con- 
sistency is about that of molasses, and 
it is poured into shells and permitted 
to harden. This stuff.is entirely safe 
to handle, though three times as 
powerful as gunpowder. The fumes 
set free by the bursting of a bomb 
loaded with it are most deadly. A 
single one, fired experimentally at a 
vessel on the deck of which had been 
placed a number of sheep and goats, 
killed by suffocation all of the animals 
that were not destroyed by the flying 
fragments. If a shell loaded with 
hydrocyanic acid gas — this is the 
same thing as prussic acid. and the 
deadliest of all poisons—should be 
fired into a ship and explode inside of 
the vessel, pretty nearly everybody on 
board would surely perish. | , 

“Respecting the prospects of using 
balloons and flying-machines in war 
a great deal has heen said, but it is 
allehighly speculative. Balloons may 
be employed to drop explosives, but 
they are not very manageable, being, 
to a great extent. at the mercy of air 
currents. Nevertheless, it is said that 
both Germany. and France now have 
balloons that can be steered and pro- 
pelled against a pretty strong breeze. 
It goes without saying that, if really 
practical fiving-machines should ever 
be devised, it would wholly revolution- 
ize warfare. No fort could be built 
that would be strong enough to with- 


stand high explosives dropped from 
above, and ships would he equally ex- 
fosed to destruction. Under such 
conditions warfare would necessarily 
he ttransferred from the land and sea 
to the air, and the quarrels of nations 
“would be decided hv battles between 
fleets of the airships.” 


“THE STORY OF CUBA” 


By Murat Halstead, Timely, Thrill- 
ing, Instructive. 


The “Story of Cuba” by Murat Hal- 
stead is a handsomely-printed volume 
in a large, clear-faced type and is ar- 
tistically illustrated. The large number 
of portraits of the men active in the 
great struggle gives readers of the 
work an idea of the character of the 
contestants, while the war scenes and 
the descriptive pictures are full of life 
and spirit. But the reader will be most 
interested in the printed text of the 
distinguished journalist. Mr. Halstead 
visited Cuba in January of the current 
year, reaching there before the fashion 
of throttling newspaper men had been 
enacted into a rule. He was courteously 
received both by Spaniards and Cubans, 
and had excellent opportunities to 
study existing conditions for three 
months. Such a study, for practical 
good for the student, required a resumé 
and emitome history of the Cuba of the 
past. This Mr. Halstead has given in 
admirable terse form in his editorial 
style, always direct and pleasing. He 
writes around nothing, and makes no 
apologies, and his statements bear all 
the evidences of truthfulness and can- 
dor. He not only gives the historic 
facts, but unhesitatingly makes his own 
comments upon them. He has some 
amusing adventures, which he briefly 
recites, and tells how careful and diplo- 
matic he was. Those who know the 
author will imagine his difficulty in 
holding himself in check upon such oc- 
casions. 

It can be marked as both an interest- 
ing and timely book and one that will 
siill more deeply draw the people of the 
country toward the struggling Cubans, 
and intensify their interest in their final 
success.

MINES AND MINING. 


A LOS ANGELES ENTERPRISE IN 
COLUMBIA. 


Lower Californian Mines—Arizona, 
Led@e in a Randsburg Street. 
An Inyo County Corporation, 
The Wedge—Los Angeles Count 
Gold—The Comstock, 


Unlike many industries, the war ex- 
citement. does not appear to have had 
any appreciable effect upon activity in 
the mining business in this section. 
Good reports are received from most 
of the camps out on the desert. While 
interest in the Klondike has been some- 
what decreasing of late hereabouts, 
there is a constantly-increasing inter- 
est in Southern California mines. Any 
reasonable mining proposition that will 
bear investigation is now sure of re- 
spectful consideration’ on. the part of 
many local capitalists, who, a couple 
of years ago, would not have dreamed 
of interesting themselves in a mining 
venture. : 

LOWER CALIFORNIA MINES. _. 

A mining-section of which little has 
been heard during the past few years 
is that of Lower California. Eight 
years ago there was great excitement 
over a mineral discovery at Alamo, on 


| the peninsula. Since that boom petered 


out there has been little development 
work down there, although there is no 
doubt whatever that the peninsula con- 
insS many valuable mineral deposits 
which it would pay to explore. A 
Lower California paper asserts that 
there is hardly a respectable hole in 
the ground in that section, and yet, 
almost without exception, good results 
have been obtained where insufficient 
capital or bad management have not 
stood in. the way of success. 
COLUMBIA MINES. 

Another southern section, further off, 
that is attracting some _ attention 
among mining men is the United States 
of Colombia. In The Times of Sunday 
last an interesting description of this 
country, With some _ reference to its 
mines, was given by Frank G. Carpen- 
ter. In December last a company was 
formed in Los Angeles by R. R. Tay- 
lor, formerly of Corona, to prospect 
and mine in the United States of Co- 
lombia. The Santa Ana Blade says: 

“The company organized by Mr. Tay- 
lor to explore this promised El] Dorado 
comprised as members Garrettson of 
Sioux City, Garrison of Los Angeles, 
Johnson of Riverside and a man named 
Parker, with Mr. Taylor, making five in 
all. The party went by rail to Mobile, 
and from there by steamer, a seven 
days’ trip, to a point near the mouth 
of the Magdelena River, up which they 
voyaged for over seven hundred miles, 
and then, leaving the river, with the 
aid of burro trains to transport them- 
selves and effects, crossed two moun- 
tain ranges and pushed on two hun- 
dred miles into the interior. The coun- 
try, as described by Mr. Taylor, is ex- 
ceedingly rich in gold, both in quartz 
and placer mines, but the appliances in 
use, except in the case of two com- 
panies who are already on the ground 
and who have been granted large con- 
cessions by the government, are of the 
most primitive description. As an il- 
lustration of the productiveness of the 
mines owned and operated by the com- 
panies referred to, Mr. Taylor states 
that a clean-up from the workings of 
one of them, made while he was there, 
covering a period of three months’ 
working, realized the amount of 4000 
pounds weight of gold, and from the 
other 1800 pounds. 

“The climate, Mr. Taylor says, is vari- 
able, near the coast being hot and 
sickly but on the tablelands and in the 
mountains exceedingly fine. Agricul- 
ture and stock-raising are leading pur- 
suits, but the principal products of the 
country are chinchona, coffee and the 
precious metals. Mr. Taylors’ party re- 
mained there some time and satisfied 
themselves that the prospects were 
most desirable, in proof of which they 
have begun negotiations for the pur- 
chase of a large claim, and on returning 
left two of their number to look after 
the matter till satisfactory arrange- 
ments can be completed. The balance 
of the party returned a short time since 
and it is Mr. Taylor's intention, if the 
deal which theXYcomrany has in view 
is closed in thr favor, to return to the 
scene of operations as soon as he can 
arrange his business matters here,”’ 

ARIZONA. 

An Arizona paper says that the Ter- 
ritory “is practically an unexplored 
field for mining operations.’ This is 
mot true. The Territory has ‘been 
tramped over from one end to the other, 
and back again, by thousands of pros. 
pectors, during the past quarter of a 
century, vet it is undoubtedly true that 
there is still an immense amount of 
mineral wealth in Arizona that has not 
yet been discovered.. One thing that 
has Tetarded the mineral development 
of Arizona is the great expense of 
transporting ‘material and _ supplies. 
This difficulty will be lessened from 
year to year. 

Arizona .was formerly known as a 


a 


great silver producer. ‘Of late it has 
been steadily coming to the front as a 
copper mining region. The copper 
mines are showing up well, and the 
output is constantly increasing. Quite 
a number of Los Angeles men have in- 
terested themselves in Arizona mines 
of late.

NEW LIFE FOR THE COMSTOCK. 

One of the most important events 
that has occurred in the later history 
of the Comstock mines was consum- 
mated in San Francisco recently. Rep- 
resentatives of the seven great mining 
companies of the Comstock met 
Franklin Leonard, the president of 
the ‘Sutro Tunnel Company, and an 
agreement was reached by which the 
differences heretofore existing between

which the various mines along the 
lode enter into a sort of partnership 
with the tunnel company. It is be- 
lieved that this agreement will mark 
the beginning of a new era in the 
iiistory of the Comstock mines. 


CALIFORNIA AT THE KLONDIKE. 


The Mining and Scientific Press was 
appealed to as whether the Klondike 


placers are richer than those of Cali-. 


fornia were. That journal says: 
“Exact data show that the most 
extravagant stories as to the yield and 
richness of Klondike placers are dis- 
counted and overshadowed by the 
actual record of the yield of Califor- 
nia’s placer mines. J. Ross Browne’s 
‘Report to the government on the 
mineral resources of the Pacific 
States,’ in 1867, a sober, authentic 
official report from a conservative 
mining expert and statistician, suows 
that nothing yet reported from the ¥Yu- 
Kon region exceeds, or more than ap- 
proximates, the richness of the early 
California placers. Much of what is 
reported from the Yukon is idle hear- 
say or emanates from the transpor- 
tation companies. What is set down 
in the government report referred to 
is not conjecture, nor stated to in- 
fluence travel, but is an authentic 
record of fact. There are many trust- 
worthy records of the almost incredi- 
ble yield of Californa’s placers, but 
the above is referred to as being in 
the writer’s remembrance. For’ in- 
stance, the Rhodes claim, near Mur- 
phys, Calaveras county, produced 
$250,000 from an area one hundred feet 
long and forty wide: ninety pounds 
of gold were taken out in twenty-four 
hours. The Jamieson claim, Iowa 
Hill, Placer county, yielded $509,090; 
the Dardanelles, Forest Hill, in the 
same county, $2,600,000; near Spring- 
field, Tuolumne county, single carloads 
of ‘pay dirt’ panned out $1000 each. 
Butte, Yuba, Nevada and other coun- 
ties have equally as good records. In 
the case of California, it is not what 
its placers are ‘going’ to yield that 
is the subject. but what has gone to 
swell the world’s store of gold.’

Crops and Markets. 

HE continued lack of rain is work- 
T ss particular hardship on stock- 

men, who are, so far, the heaviest 
sufferers. One good result of the pres- 
ent dry season is the extra attention 
that is being paid to the development 
of water throughout Southern Califor- 
nia. 

The orange market, while not strong, 
shows decided improvement over 4a 
week ago. It may be said there is a 
slight advance in prices all along the 
line, amounting to 10 or 15 cents per box 
at most points. There is rather less 
complaint about decay in transit. Fancy 
navels are bringing $2.40 to $2.50 deliv- 
ered: choice, 20 to 25 cents per box less; 
seedlings, $1.50 to $1.75. 

There is reason to hope that the 
balance of the navel crop will show 


better results than during the last half. 


of March. There is nothing in the sit- 
uation to afford strong encouragement 
for seedlings or Mediterranean Sweets. 
These will be affected somewhat by 
the supply of strawberries, now offered 
freely in the eastern markets. 

Shipments of lemons will be stimu- 
lated by the reduction in the freight 
rate, and with only half the importa- 
tions of a year ago at the same period 
should show an edvance. If it should 
be found that shipments of early fruit 
from Northern California are cut short 
by the frost, later shipments of or- 
anges should profit by this shortage. 

A lady living in Boston, who formerly 
resided in Los Angeles, writes as fol- 
lows to a relative in this city: , 

“My fruit boy told me this morning 
he could not sell California oranges 
this winter. They ere so poor. He is 
selling more European fruit than any 
other. Good oranges are so high we 
buy bananas almost entirely.” 

There is no doubt that many Califor- 
nia oranges have been marketed in 
the East this season in poor condition, 
and this will undoubtedly react on the 
demand for our fruit. 


Late estimates regarding the dam- 
age to deciduous fruit in Southern Cal- 
ifornia by frost are to the effect that 
the apricot crop will be reduced to 
about half, and peaches reduced about 
one-fifth. Prunes promise to be a full 
crop. Walnuts have been consider- 
ably damaged. The extent of such 
damage cannot at present be esti- 
mated. The windstorm of Saturday 
last did much damage in some sections 
of Southern California. In Orange 
county it spoiled a large amount of 
growing barley and covered up sugar 
beets. Altogether, this has certainly 
been an unpropitious season. 


In regard to the frost damage 
throughout the State, there is no doubt 
that it has been quite serious in many 
sections. As this is a question which 
will largely influence the fruit market 
during the present year, some com- 
ments of northern papers are given 
herewith. The Fruit-Grower says: 


“A gray-beard in the Napa Register 

As far as I am able to re- 
member. the fruit crop is ruined every 
year about this time. Later, however, 
the trees usually yield enough to make 
the size and quality of the fruit What 
it ought to be.’ /.nd the gray-beard 
is right. About March of each recur- 
ring year the fruit crop of the.State 
is ‘ruined.’ but later the trees usually 
yield enough for commercial purposes. 
This is often the case and the Cali- 
fornia Fruit-Grower hopes that ‘the 


season of 1898 will prove no exception 


to the rule. but it doubts it. To cry 
wolf! wolf! when there is no wolf is 
not only a profitless but a very idle 
pastime—perhaps foolish would be a 
better word. Understanding this thor- 
oughly, and disclaiming any intention 
of creating heedless alarm it can with 
safety be said that buds of certain 
State 
have been damaged bv continued re- 
cent frosts and that as a result the 
crop of apricots and almonds will be 
exceedingly small, and the crop of late- 
ripening peaches much reduced. 

“The spring of 1898 in California is 
an exceptional one, made so by a se- 
vere drouth iand early, rigorous and 
long-continued frosts. The stories of 
disaster come from every portion of 


-the State. and while these in the light 


of subseauent developments may, and 
jn all probability will be found to have 
been exaggerated, enough is known to 
a certainty, to warrant the brief and 
moderate summing up of the situation 
given in the foregoing. If the corre- 
spondents. of the California Fruit- 
Grower and those of the United States 
climate and crop service are to be 
credited. the almond and apricot crops 
over immense ranges of territory and 
through great valleys entirely 
gone, and scarcely a section of the 
State is exempt from damage unless 
it be, perhaps, San Diego county. 
“From Napva-county. the home of the 
gray-beard whose words are used in 
the opening sentence, the latest re- 
government report’ reads: 
‘Heavy frosts. Apricots and peaches 
nearly all gone. Cherries and _ pears 
badly damaged on low lands and some 
in sheltered places; prunes badly dam- 


‘aged; wine grapes damaged slightly. 


And this 
with slight variations is the news from 
nearly every county in California. 
“This journal hopes for the best but 
is not blind to the certainty of a very 
greatly reduced output this year of 
almonds. apricots, nectarines and hay,

What 
we do not know is what portion of the 
orchards are so situated as to escape 
these low temperatures. Until we hear 
more definitely from these and know 
more certainly how far the different 
fruits are advanced in the different lo- 
calities, we can judge very little of the 
probable output of fruit. The weather 
reports come largely from the most 
These are gen- 


land, and the best land is usually the 
Jow land. ‘On the low lands of the State 
it is probable that the almonds: and 
apricots are mostly killed. But the 
almond, which begins blooming in Jan- 
vary and is in full bloom in February, 
is so notoriously exposed to frost that 
it ought not to be and.usually is not 
planted in exposed situations. It is an 
gmportant crop only in a few small dis- 
tricts. The apricot, which blooms next, 
is largely planted on low, rich land, 
and in such situations the fruit is prob- 
ably killed. but the writer’ has just 
examined the almonds and apricots in 
his own orchard, on high land, and 
finds no sign of injury. How much such 
orchard land there is in the State we 
do not know. Owing to the enormous 
crops which our apricot trees bore last 
year, there was no reason to expect a 


will kill all. 


large crop the coming season in any 
case, and there will probably be a very 
small output of the dried product, but 
we shall probably be surprised next 
June to see the quantity of fresh apri- 
cots In the market, and we believe can- 
ners will be able to get full supplies, 
but at rather high prices. There is as 
yet no evidence that there will not be 
a sufficient crop of peaches, nor is there 


prunes and plums (except Japanese,) 
pears or apples as will seriously affect 
the market. They are not far enough 
along in most places. We _ are, of 
course, speaking of the output of the 
State at large, and having in mind our 
increasing acreage, which extends to 
bich as well as low lands. Some of our 
richest fruit districts have without 
doubt lost a great portion of their fruit, 
including all that was in blossom or out 
of it when the frosts came. This is a 
grave misfortune, and the owners ot 
these orchards are entitled to our e6ym- 
pathy. But it is the fortune of war. 
Those who plant early-blooming fruits 
on low Jands deliberately take their 
chances, believing that in the long run 
the enormous crops which they harvest 
in good years will more than repay 
them for the loss of an occasional 
crop, which is probably true. The up- 
land orchards are far less profitable in 
ordinary years than those on the bot- 
tom lands, but this year the high-land 
orchardists are the best off.’’ 

In the local market eggs and butter 
have been firm during the week. Grain 
and hay are very firmly held. For 
dried fruits the demand is slow, and 
quotations more or less nominal. 


Prunes in Cartons. 

ECENTLY the California prune 
R reorie have put a new idea in 

prunes on the principal markets 
of the country, and it is said that they 
expect great things from ‘it. It consists 
of a pasteboard carton, in which are 
packed two pounds of prunes. On the 
back of this box is printed a persua- 
sive talk to the consumer, dwelling on 
the value of prunes as @ remedy for 
constipation and other such disorders. 
Several receipes also appear. 
‘The prunes packed in these cartons 
are not Santa Clara fruit. but Visalias 
of good quality. They will cost the re- 
.tail trade something like 16% cents per 
package, or 8% cents per pound, which 
is a considerable advance over the bulk 
price. Commenting upon this new move, 
the Grocery World says: 


“It is a question whether these goods 
will take as well as the average pack- 
age goods, because of the tendency of 
prunes to sugar and deteriorate in ap- 
pearance. The more or less exposure 
which packing in pasteboard will in- 
volve will be likely to cause them to 
dry up and sugar. If they do this they 
will not sell, at least at the price 
which will be asked. Another objection 
which the jobbers bring to them is the 
fact that price-cutting on them will 
meana greater loss to the jobbers than 
on bulk prunes, where the competition 
of cut prices can be met by twisting 
the customer to a different grade.”

Sugar-beet Outlook. 

N A PRIVATE letter from Chino, a 
| correspondent writes as follows re- 

garding the sugar-beet’ situation in 
that section: 

“I am sorry to have to let you know 
that conditions seem considerably worse 
and less hopeful than when I last 
wrote you. The one-third of an inch,of 
rain, which we expected to see followed 
by another rainfall, was unfortunately 
pretty well dried up by a Santa Ana 
wind the next night, which continued 
into the morning and lasted all fore- 
noon, and we are today having another 
blow. 

“While I am rather inclined toward 
looking at the brightest side of things, 
I must admit these continued adverse 
happenings are making me begin to 
fear more for the future, especially 
around Anaheim, where ‘the outlook is 
not so good as at Chino. But I believe 
our friends the farmers would be wise 
to plant wherever the soil shows any 
signs of being able to give the seed a 
fair chance to germinate. It certainly 
seems better to incur the risk of pos- 
sible loss of seed, than to give up in 
despair, without a _ trial for @ crop, 
which may yet be had on certain soils, 
should a little more rain come along. 
While I of course do not advocate 
waste of seed, where condition’ are 
such as to positively give no hope, I 
do believe it is worth while risking the 
loss of the necessary seed. Certainly 
every acre planted that does yield even 
a partial crop means just that much 
money which: will be distributed to- 
ward helping out all around.”

POULTRY. 


MALL flocks of poultry usually do 

better than large ones, and there 

are several reasons why this should 
be so. They receive more care and at- 
tention in proportion to their number. 
One could scarcely keep a flock of fif- 
teen without devoting a half-hour per 
day to them. At this rate, one would 
only care for 300 in a day of ten hours, 
yet many think they can take care of 
about a thousand in that time and not 
keep very busy. 


LIVE STOCK. 

POMONA man, who recently took

lerton and Santa Ana, reported to the 
Pomona Progress that the hills on this 
side of Santa Ana are dotted with 
sheep; hundreds of which are dying of 
starvation.

“The smut of oats, which causes an 
annual loss to the farmers of Wiscon- 
sin amounting in the aggregate to man 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, may 
be entirely prevented by treating the 
seed oats before sowing, at a cost for 
labor and materials which need not ex- 
ceed 5 cents per acre of oats sown. 
Two methods of treatment have been 
found satisfactory. These are called, 
for convenience, “the Formalin treat- 
ment” and the ‘“‘Hot-water treatment.” 
The first has the advantage of being 
the simpler, but it requires a small 
cash outlay for materials. The secona 
requires no materials or apparatus ex- 
cept what the farmer already has, un- 
less it be a good thermometer. 

“The Formalin Treatment—Soak the 
seed oats one hour in a solution of 
formalin made by adding one ounce of 
formalin to every 314 gallons of. water. 
Place the water in a barrel, or other 
convenient vessel, add the formalin to 
it, and pour in 114 bushels of seed oats 
for each 3% gallons of the solution. At 
the end of one hour draw off, or pour 
off the part of the solution that is not 
absorbed by the bats, and spread the 
oats out on a clean floor to dry. They 
should be shoveled over once or twice a 
day until dry enough to sow. Formalin 
is a liquid that may be purchased at 
drug stores. Ask for 40 per cent. for- 
malin. It costs from 50 to 60 cents per 
pint, and a pint contains sixteen ounces 
—enough for about thirty bushels of 
seed oats. It is sold in smaller quan- 
tities at 10 cents per ounce. If formalin 
is purchased in considerable quantities 
it will be well to have the druggist 
wéigh out one ounce in a small bottle 
and then mark on the bottle the height 
to which the ounce reaches. This bot- 
tle may then be used as a measure in 
adding the formalin to the water. 

“The Hot-water Treatment—Thiscon- 
sists in soaking the seed ten minutes 
in water at a temperature of 133 deg. 
Fahr. Heat the water in a large kettle 
and close by sinking a. barrel in the 
grouna to within a foot of the top. 
Pour part of the hot water into the 
barrel, and take the temperature with 
% good thermometer. .Then add efther 
cold or hot water, stirring it in the 
mean time until it shows a temperature 
of 138 deg. Put about a bushel of oats 
in a coarse gunnysack, tie this to one 
end of a pole and rest the nole over a 
post, thus making a lever by which the 
sack of oats may be easily raised or 
lowered. Now dip the sack of oats into 
the water in the barrel. The water will 
be immediately cooled, and hot water 
must be added to keep the tempera- 
ture about 133 deg. Let one person at- 
tend to the temperature and another to 
handling the oats. Keep the oats mov- 
ing in the barrel. Take them out at the 
end of ten minutes, dip the sack at 
once in cold water, then spread on a 
clean fluor to dry. Shovel them over 
three or four times a day for a few 
days, when they may be sown with a 
force drill: or, iis two or three hours, 
they may be sown broadcast. As the 
oats absorb considerable water, it is 
necessary to sow about half a bushe) 
more per acre than when untreated 
seed is used. This is on the hasis of 
two and one-half bushels per acre. Two 
men in one day can treat enough seed 
to sow twenty acres.”

Harris Wants Mrs. Crandall to Pay 
$1000 for His Services. 


A suit brought by Emil Harris to 
recover $1000 from Mrs. Russell Cran- 
dall for services rendered as a detec- 
tive, Was tried yesterday before Judge 
Allen and a jury.

GRANTED A NON-SUIT, 


End of a Legal Fight Between Rival 
Coal Companies, 

The trial of the suit brought by the 
Crescent Coal Company to enjoin the 
Diamond Coal Company from. using 
its present name, and to recover $20,- 
00 damages for an alleged infringe- 
ment upon the rights of the plaintiff, 
as acquired through its purchase of 
the business and good will of the 
Black Diamond Coal Company, came 
to an abrupt end yesterday when 
Judge York granted. the defendant's 
motion for a non-suit. 

It was shown on cross-examination 
of the. plaintiff's witnesses that the 
Crescent Coal Company has handled 
very little, if any, of the original 
Black Diamond coal since it absorbed 
the business of the Black Diamond 
Coal Company, although it has con- 
tinued to advertise that product, and 
dealers and consumers have supposed 
they were buying it when in reality 
they were supplied with other grades 
of coal.

It is held that this decision may af- 
fect the Main-street paving bonds for 
the improvement from Ninth to Thirty- 
seventh street. This contract was iet 
io John T. Long on May 6, 1896, wotk 
io begin within fifteen days, and to he 
sompleted within 250 davs thereafter. 
On January 25, 1897, the assignee of 
Long had the contract extended by tne 
Council for sixty days. Counting froin 
May 6, 1896, to January 25, i897, makes 
265 days, which, according to the @:3- 
cision above: referred to, would overrun 
the legal time fifteen days. Again, the 
assignment of the contract would be il- 
legal, by reason of the ether decision. 

A HANDSOME, RESIDENCE. 

Residences of striking architectural 
style continue to go up in the Westlake 
Park section. There is now in process 
of construction, at the corner of West- 
lake avenue and Eighth street, ane of 
the finest residences in the city. It is 
a brick stone. structure at the 
northwest corner of the above streets, 
being constructed for Williarh Garland, 
president of the Gila, Valley and Globe 
Railroad of Arizona. 

The residence, as well as the com- 
modious barn adjoining, is substanti- 
ally built and both are carried out inthe 
charming style of the French chateaux 
of the period of Louis XIV, which style 
is suited for the requiements of fine 
modern residences, 

The construction of the inclosing 
walls is of brick and Arizona sandstone, 
the soft warm color of the latter har- 
monizing with the buff of the pressed 
brick with which the exterior of the 
building is generally faced. The roofs 
are covered with roll tile, burnt a deep 
red shade, which, with its bronze green 
of the copper forming the cresting and 
finials, completes a most pleasing 
scheme of color. 

The principal entrance is by brown- 
stone, stevs, through an arcaded ver- 
anda with mosaic floor of tile. The in- 
terior is equipped with hard woods, 
polished oak floors, commodious ‘stair- 
ways, abundant electrical appliances 
and all the conveniences that enter 
into the completion of a modern man- 
sion. The barn is carried out in all 
particulars on the general scale of the 
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running through to Eighth street. On 
the rear of the tract is a low hill, upon 
which a residence formerly stood. An- 
other part of the land is low, and the 
hill will be used to fill this up, making 
a level tract like the Garland subdivié+ 
sion. This property has been sold twice 
within four months.

OLINDA RANCH. 


The Olinda ranch is a fine piece of 
property, on sloping ground, in Orenge 
county, which was recently placed in 
the hands of Easton, Eldridge & Co. 
for sale, in subdivisions. In the hill 
section of the ranch are oil deposits, 
which are reserved. Several wells have 
been sunk here by the Southern Cali- 
fornia Railway Company. Two sales of 
Jland on this ranch have recently been 
made, to cattle men from Arizona, one 
of whom is feeding cattle on the ad- 
joining Chino ranch, with pulp from 
the sugar factory. Thirty-nine acres 
were sold to one of these buyers for $5000 
and fifty acres adjoining to the other 
for $7500.

BOYLE HEIGHTS. 


At length it looks as if the much- 
talked-of new line of street railroad 
across the river to Eoyle Heights, 
would become am accomplished 
fact. For several years W. H. Workman 
and othe “eve been agitating this im- 
proveme:’ .nd it is now stated that ar- 
rangemeni for the building of the road 
by the Traction Company have been 
definitely made, and that the line will 
be in operation this fafl. Starting from 
Third and Santa Fé avenue, the line 
will run about three railes cut Fourth 
street to Evergreen Cemetery, passing 
by Hollenbeck Park. There is talk of 
an electric road to Whittier to connett 
with this line. 

As The Times has frequently stated, 
the building of this road will have a 
greatly stimulating effect upon the 
value. of property on Boyle Heights, 
which attractive part of the city has 
never vet enjoyed much of a boom. & 
marked increase in values all along the 
line may be expected as soon as work is 
commenced. 

MOVING A TRACK, 

The Southern California Railway 
Company has been quietly purchasing 
a right-of-way back from the river, in 
the neighborhood of Macy street, and 
is said to have acquired all the prop- 
erty it needs except one piece. It is re- 
ported to be the intention of the com- 
pany to move its track about a thou- 
sand feet back of the river at this 
point. 

-A STARTLING DECISION. 

The decision rendered by the Su- 
preme Court in the street-assessment 
case, holding that assignees of street 
contracts have no lien upon real estate 
benefited by street improvements un- 
der assigned contracts, an extract from 
which was published in The Times yes- 
terday, is of the greatest importance, 
and will prove a severe blow to many

people who hold these contracts under 


assignment, as, if the documents are 
not a lien upon property, it is not likely 
‘hat many property-owners will pay up, 

This case furnisnes another example 
of the loose manner in which impor- 
tant business interests are trilled with 
by ignorant or careless legislators at 
Sacramento. The effect of such bad 
breaks as this is to frighten investors 
and drive capital away from the State.

“The returns of March, 1897, indi- 
cated ai similar convenient shrinkage 
in value of certain items, particularly 
those Which are assessed as persenad 
property. The inthux of gold t this 
State from various sourees during the 
past year has materially increased 
the ready money in banks, as Well as 
available assets. From Australia alone

COMMERCIAL. 

ENGLAND'S WHEAT SUPPLY. In 
connection with the present war scare, 
{t is interesting to note some facts re- 
cently published in the British Trade 
Journal, regarding the sources from 
which Great Britain draws its supply 
of wheat. That journal thus summarizes 
the position which the United King- 
dom occupies in the wheat trade of 
the worid:. 

“Last year 73.5 per cent. of the wheat 
and wheat-flour requirements of the 
United Kingdom were obtained from 
Over sea. only 26.5 per cent. being 
grown in Great Britain. Of the im- 
ported supplies. it is noteworthy that 
only 6.8 per cent. were grown in Brit- 
ish colon. and possessions. The great 
bulk ,of our supplies, viz., 67.2 per 
cent., or more than two-thirds of our 
whole requirements, was produced in 
foreign countries. From the United 
States we tmported 43.9 per cent., from 
Russia, 13.6 per cent., and from other 
foreign countries, 9.7 per cent.»

“These are some of the unpleasant 
features of the position in times of 
peace. What the condition of affairs 
would be during war can only be 
imagined. for a conflict With one or 
more of the great powers would now 
have to be carried on under circum- 
Stances which have not previously ex- 
isted. Such a conflict would. in the 
first place. withdraw one or more 
sources of wheat supply. and this in 
itself would force un prices. Wheat 
and probably other food supplies, more- 
over, would be made contraband of 
war, and the risks attending the im- 
portation of wheat from British pos- 
sessions or from neutrals would send 
up rates of insurance. which, experts 


assure us. may be anything between -

been made in the immrovement of la- 
bor-saving machinery and the con-e- 
quent displacement of manual 


In its following issue the Investor pub- 
lished a communication from a corre- 
spondent indorsing the article and sug- 
gesting some other phases of the ques- 
tien, 

Commenting upon this, the Investor 
says: “Our correspondent asks what is 
to make business goed when every day 
brings about some combination of capi- 
tal that throws men out of empiloy- 
ment, and invents some machines that 
do the same thing. In theory, labor 
Which is so displaced, seeks new end 
more profitable fields. But the adjusi- 
ment of theory to practice is not al- 
Ways as speedy as could be destred, 
and an immense amount of suffering is 
pretty. sure to attend the dislocation of 
labor, however beneficial the results 
may be in the long run. If every day 
saw not only the invention of some new 
labor-saving machine, but also the oGis- 
covery of some new want, the solution 
of the problem would be easy. The 
Wants of the human have ir- 
ereased with astonishing rapidity. since 
the era of invention and discovery in 
mechanics, and in the arts and sciences 
set in with such foree, say, a century 
ago. But the question might perti- 
nently be raised if they will increase 
as fast in the future as in the past. 
More beople may come to the enjoy- 
ment of the present satisfactions of life 
than have ever yet done so. But will 
new wants be discovered in anything 
like the measure which has character: 
ized the last hundred years? That is‘ a- 
most important question. -To some it 
undoubtedly seems that luxury has 
been carried to a point which admits 
of only a relatively small inerease in 
the demand for new satisfactions. 

“The remedy which our correspond- 
ent suggests for the present perplex- 
ing situation will no doubt vo.nmend it- 
self to many thoughtful persons. His 
advice is to shorten the hours ef labor. 
This could only be done by means of 
legislation, and there is a desire on the 
part of most people not to attempt to 
accomplish tco much by legislation. It 
may b® asked, however. if the world is 
not rapidly approaching a state of af- 
fairs which will nec?ssitate greater-im- 
portance being attached to the com- 
munity and less to the individual. We 
have no theories which we "Peare to 
ventilate on this. subject. We are: 
however, impressed by the fact that 
the web of human intercourse is much 
more complicated than ever before in 
the history of the race, and the situa- 
tion in this respect bids fair to become 
even more involved as time progresses. 
might, therefore, suffictent 
moral ground to interfere in the affairs 
of the individual to the extent of re- 
stricting hours of labor.

NEW YORK, April 7.—The conviction is evi- 
dently unaltered in Wall street that the delay 
in presenting the President's message to Con- 
gress adds to the possibilities of a peaceful 
solution of the Cuban question. The market 
Closed a shade lower today in the average 
price. Individual losses were in almost all 
classes confined to fractions, and there is a 
fair sprinkling of gains among Icading stocks. 
Only a small proportien of the sharp advance 
Was caused by the news that the message 
was to be delayed until Monday. The profes- 


sional bears showed no disposition to renew f 


their short contracts, Neither was there any 
sign of Hquidation of long holdings until the 
only buying in them was caused by some 
slight covering of shorts, and a very limited 
amount of commercial buying. The result 
was an almost stagnant market. There were 
no developments today which awakened the 
market from its lethargie condition. That this 
dullness is due to an attitude of awaiting, wes 
evident from the sudden activity when it be- 
came known yesterday that the President's 
message would be delayed, and when it was 
supposed that the delay indicated probable 
concession by the Madrid government. The 
public impression on Wall street is that the 
undertone of firmness in the market ik due 
to some hidden motive, generally supposed to 
be the expectation that Spain will yield to 
pressure from the European powers and from 
the Pope, and will concede the demanés of the 
Un.ted States. There was, however, a demon- 
stration in yesterday's late bulge that large 
offerings to realize are brought out by a 
sharp advance in prices: Professional ope- 
rators on either side are waiting for the defi- 
nite development of the situation. It 4s 
thought possible that the liquidation usually 
incident to a war scare is waiting for the 
expected heavy demand from the large short 
interest. which undoubtediy exists in the mar- 
ket.

RAILROAD NOTES. 


Movement of Troops from . 
to Jefferson Barracks. 

The special rate on lemons has gone 
into effect. but shippers are now @6n- 
deavoring to obtain/a change on the 
minimum weicht 20.000) pounds, 
stipulated bv the railroad companies 
as conditioned uvon the $1 rate. It is 
contended that 30.000 pounds of lemons 
cannot be crowded into a car without 
damage to the fruit. lemons requiring 
freer ventilation than oranges. On tbe 
other hand. the railroad people claim 
that the fruit can be safely conveved 
in the extra large fruit cars which are 
“ready for use 

Arrangements have been 
the offices of the Santa Fé racific “by 
Which various bodies of troops in Ari- 
zona will be conveved East. and 
take their place from the adiacent ter- 
ritorv. On the 15th inst 100 officers 
and men will be conveved frem Fert 
Baird. N. M.. to Fort Avache. near 
Holbrook:- three daa coaches and a 
baggage car will be utilized in making 
the transfer. On the dav following 233 
officers and men will march out from 
Fort Apache and be transported in 
eight sleepers and two baggage cars 
to Jefferson Barracks. near St. Louis. 
Another detachment of 170 officers and 
men will also proceed in seven sleepers 
and one baggage car from Whipple 
Barracks. near Preseett..to Jefferson 
Barracks. 

At first glance it might not seem 
difficult to compute the expense inci- 
dent to these changes. but as @ matter 
of fact it .is -rather complicated. 
Strange as it mav seem the rate per 
mile for Uncle Sam’s soldiers is not the 
same for the entire distance. Some of 
the railroads have a clause in their 
charter which provides for a half-fare 
for all government officials. troops and 
material: this in consideration of land 
grants and other concessions. Other 
railroad companies. however. do not 
have this clause in their charter and so 
for a short time the troops going East 
will travel for half fare and then all 
throueh New Mexico and until the 
Kansas line is crossed full rates will 
obtain. After passing out of the 
Grasshopper State. too. Uncle Sam will 
have to nav full fare for his troops.
